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U.S. Jury Convicts 
Two Hurt 


Mineworkers' Boyle 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - A fed­ 
eral jury today convicted Unit­ 
ed Mine Workers president W. 
A. “ Tony” Boyle on charges of 
illegally funneling union money 
to political campaigns. 


Boyle was the first national 
labor leader to be prosecuted 
by the government for such 
activity. 
He faces a maximum of 32 
years imprisonment and $120.- 
000 in fines should he lose his 
expected appeal. 
Boyle also would be barred 
from holding union office for 
five years unless specifically 
allowed to do so by the U.S. 
parole board. 
The 67-year-old head of the 
coal miners was found guilty on 
all 13 counts of the indictment. 
The jury, which reached its 
verdict after nine and a half 
hours of deliberation cleared 
two other UMWA officials, John 


Owens, 81, who is secretary- 
treasurer, and James Kmetz, 
47. the union’s chief lobbyist. 
Federal law forbids the use of 
union funds for political contri­ 
butions unless the money is 
voluntarily donated by union 
members to a union-sponsored 
committee set up specifically 
for political purposes. 
Boyle and his two aides were 
accused of writing checks to 
“ cash” on union funds and con­ 
tributing the money to congres­ 
sional candidates of both par­ 
ties and to 1968 Democratic 
presidential candidate Hubert 
H. Humphrey. Humphrey re­ 
ceived the largest donation — 
$30,000—according to the indict­ 
ment. 
Boyle stood solemn but im­ 
passive with his hands clasped 
as the clerk read the jury’s

A San Rafael police officer who formerly 
worked for the Sausalito Police Department 
today said that department is badly in need of a 
change in leadership because its top administra­ 
tors “ have done a tremendous injustice to every 
law enforcement officer in Marin County. 
“ I’ve got nothing to hide, no 
axes to grind, but I can’t just 
stand by and see so many good 
cops hurt.” said officer Richard 
C. Michaelsen of Mill Valley. 
“ There have been so many 
conflicting stories and reports 
and I really believe that people 
have to know the truth about 
what is happening down there."

In San Pablo 
Bay Mishap 


SAN PABLO (UPD-A Fre­ 
mont woman was seriously in­ 
jured and her daughter also 
hurt today when a tugboat col­ 
lided with their 18-foot outboard 
fishing boat in San Pablo Bay. 
Mrs. Ann Gouthier, 49, (of 
36215 Cabrillo Drive) suffered 
apparent back injuries and pos­ 
sible other injuries when the 
boat owned and operated by her 
husband Wilfred collided with 
the tug Kern about a mile north 
of Point San Pablo. 
Her daughter, Mrs. Elizabeth 
Silveira, 23. also of Fremont, 
was less seriously injured. Both 
were taken by Coast Guard 
helicopters to Brookside Hospi­ 
tal in San Pablo. 
Gouthier, who was not hurt, 
was taken aboard the Kern and 
planned to take the boat into 
drydock later for repairs. 
The Coast Guard said the 
collision occurred some time 
before 8:05 a.m. 
Following the accident, the 
Gouthier boat was tied up to the 
Kern while a Coast Guard heli­ 
copter lowered a medical corps- 
man, who helped Mrs. Goutheir 
into a rescue basket. She was 
raised to the helicopter and 
taken to the hospital while an­ 
other helicopter, on a routine 
run, stopped off to pick up Mrs. 
Silveira. 
Hospital officials said the 
daughter was “ not seriously 
injured, but her mother is.” 
Neither was reported in critical 
condition, however. 


McGovern Gets 
Proxmire Vote 
MILWAUKEE, Wis. (UPI)- 
Sen. George S. McGovern today 
won the backing of Sen. Wil­ 
liam Proxmire, the most popu­ 
lar politician in the state, and 
said that a “ steady, slow, but 
unmistakable surge” would 
give him a victory in Wiscon­ 
sin’s April 4 primary. 
McGovern announced at a 
news conference that Proxmire 
had sent in his absentee ballot 
with a vote for the South Dako­ 
ta senator and had given him 
permission to release the infor­ 
mation. 
Proxmire had earlier an­ 
nounced he would not endorse 
any of the candidates for the 
nomination. 


WASHINGTON (UPI) -Sen.

Harris raised the question af­ 
ter Sen. John V. Tunnev, D- 
Calif., said he had new evi­ 
dence in another phase of the 
ITT case linking acting Attor­ 
ney General Richard G. Klein- 
dienst to an alleged deal to 
cover up illegal Republican 
contributions in California. 


Tunney said he would submit 
the evidence to the Senate Judi­ 
ciary Committee when the ITT 
investigation resumes April 6. 
The California Democrat also 
predicted the committee would 
vote to continue the probe de­ 
spite a move by Sen. Roman 
Hruska, R-Ncb., and other GOP 
members of the panel to end it. 


In a letter to Kleindienst, 
Harris cited two provisions of 
federal law which may have 
been violated in the Chilean 
situation. Columnist Jack An­ 
derson claimed that ITT sought 
to prevent the installation of 
Marxist Salvadore Allende as 
head of the Chilean govern­ 
ment. 


Chile President Allende will 
go on nationwide radio and 
television next week to tell the 
nation about the “ ITT affair,” 
government sources said Fri­ 
day. 
The government, meanwhile, 
announced that “ official trans­ 
lations” were being prepared of 
documents released by Ander­ 
son. accusing the International 
Telephone and Telegraph Corp. 
of seeking to prevent Allende’s 
inauguration. 
One section of the criminal 
code cited by Harris makes it a 
crime for any unauthorized 
U.S. citizen to intervene in for­ 
eign policy against the interest 
of the United States. 
The second section of the 
criminal code cited by Harris 
makes it a crime to conspire to 
“ injure or destroy” property in 
a foreign country with which 
the United States is at peace. 
“ That there might have been 
a conspiracy reaching all the 
way to the office of the ITT 
president is suggested in vir­ 
tually every memorandum re­ 
leased by Anderson. 
“ In light of the foregoing, I 
wish urgently to request infor­ 
mation on the precise steps 
which the Justice Department 
has taken to determine whether 
or not ITT has broken the law.” 


*7 Crewmen Killed 
As Bomber Crashes 


ORLANDO, Fla. (UPI)—A 
mammoth B52 jet bomber mak­ 
ing an emergency landing at 
McCoy Air Force Base crashed 
into a residential area today, 
killing the seven crewmen 
aboard and setting homes afire. 
There was no immediate report 
of civilian deaths. 
Orlando Mayor Carl Langford 
confirmed reports that rescue 
workers at the scene of the 
crash north of the Strategic Air 
Command Base had found sev­ 
en charred bodies of the crew­ 
men aboard the eight-jet bomb­ 
er, the workhorse of the Air 
Force's long-range bombing 
missions in Southeast Asia. 
McCoy Air Base reported its 
hospital was filled to capacity 
with burn victims and that 
some injured were being sent to 
other area hospitals. 
The main wreckage of the 
aircraft apparently fell near, 
but not directly on, the homes. 
Parts of the plane fell over a 
quarter-mile area and fire from 
burning jet fuel sloshed over 
homes and yards, setting at 
least eight houses on fire. 
Newsmen at the scene report-

ed three homes in a row adja­ 
cent to each other gutted by the 
flames and three cars de­ 
stroyed, one by a piece of 
falling aircraft which ripped 
out the side of the auto. 
Reports from the air base 
were that the plane was making 
an emergency landing, appar­ 
ently with an engine afire. 
Emergency fire vehicles and 
crash trucks were standing by 
on the runway, but the plane 
fell short of the base. 


An eyewitness, a “ Mr. Dris­ 
coll” at a car rental agency on 
the civilian side of the field 
opposite the air base, said he 
saw the swept-wing plane tip­ 
ping to one side and then diving 
toward the ground. 


All available fire units and 
police ucits were dispatched to 
the site, about a quarter-mile 
north of the base and some 15 
miles south of downtown Orlan­ 
do. 


The crash site was in the 
Silver Beach residential area, 
one of a number of residential 
sections near the base. 
The B52 is one of the Air 
Force’s largest craft. Its eight 
engines are in four pods of two 
jets each.

SAIGON (UPI)—North Viet 
namese infantry with heavy ar 
tillery support broke through 
the western corner of South 
Vietnam’s defense line below 
the Demilitarized Zone (DMZ) 
today and pushed the defenders 
back towards Quang Tri, 16 
miles below the DMZ. 


Front dispatches said the 
North Vietnamese in the heavi 
est attacks in four years had 
overrun five and possibly six 
Vietnamese bases and that one 
Communist unit of unknown 
size knifed through to within a 
mile of Quang Tri and hit the 
big base with 200 rounds of 
mortar fire tonight. 


The bases overrun by the 
Communists stretch along a 15- 
mile north-south line about 15 
miles inland from the South 
China Sea. An east-west de­ 
fense line stretching 15 miles 
inland from the sea was holding 
but was under heavy rocket, 
mortar and artillery attack. 


Front dispatches said the at­ 
tackers drove the South Viet­ 
namese from three bases today 
and two Thursday and said a 
sixth base was under heavy 
attack and that its fate was not 
known. 
The U.S. Command sent heli­ 
copters into the Quang Tri air- 
base Thursday to help the South 
Vietnamese withstand the on­ 
slaught. Field dispatches said 
the helicopters took off tonight 
and attacked the North Viet­ 
namese mortar positions with 
unknown results. 
The Communists also at­ 
tacked six government bases in 
the Central Highlands 280 miles 
north of Saigon and 200 miles 
below the DMZ action, and a 
U.S. spokesman said the Com­ 
munists had shot down four

WHITE HOUSE BLAMED 
U.S. Clamp On 
War News Hit

SAIGON, — The U.S. military 
command’s latest clampdown 
on the flow of war news from 
Vietnam was a direct result of 
White House pressure to keep 
the war off the front pages in 
this election year, according to 
well-informed sources here. 
The latest dispute between 
newsmen and the U.S. Com­ 
mand over the flow’ of informa­ 
tion from the war /one erupted 
three weeks ago when the com­ 
mand announced that it would 
no longer reveal how many U.S. 
planes were striking North 
Vietnam on “ protective reac­ 
tion” missions. 
The command’s announce­ 
ment came after news reports 
from Saigon revealed that the 
strikes against the North had 
been stepped up. 
The command’s chief infor­ 
mation officer, Col. Phillip H. 
Stevens, insisted that he him­ 
self made the decision to stop 
giving information on the in­ 
tensity of the raids over the 
North and tpat the decision was 
made on security grounds. 
But informed sources said 
pressure to restrict information 
on sorties over the North came 
directly from the White House. 
Newsmen here point out that 
ever since August 196-1, the 
command has made available 
information — either officially 
or at least on a “ background” 
basis — on the number of lanes 
involved. Why should this sud­ 
denly become a security consid­ 
eration. newsmen ask. 
Informed sources said the 
White House view is: “ The less 
said about the war the better.” 
This policy means that, in 
some cases, news which mili­ 
tary officers would like to see 
in print is being supressed. For 


example, when U.S. Air Fore 
pilots recently reported de 
stroying 15 North Vietnames 
tanks and damaging 14 other 
in Southern Laos, the commam 
failed to announce the new:

Plans For A $7 Million 
Novato Center Revealed 


Plans for a $7 million shop­ 
ping center on Pinheiro Ranch, 
north of downtown Novato, 
have been announced by a Mill 
Valley developer. 
Alfred E. Burns of Burns 
Properties said today a depart­ 
ment store, junior department 
store, bank, market and a vari­ 
ety of shops are envisioned 
Development of the ranch as 
a shopping center, possibly as a 
subregional shopping center, is 
a key aim of the city’s down­ 
town plan. 
Burns said the shopping cen­ 
ter. on 20 acres west of High­ 
way 101, would be designed to 
“ create a rural atmosphere.” 
Burns is purchasing 45 acres 
from Frank Pinheiro, with the 


shopping center to be on flat 
land and the other 25 acres for 
apartment development The 
sale price reportedly is $1 mil­ 
lion. 
Novato has a need for a “ one- 
stop shopping center.” since 
people now’ go to Northgate or 
Santa Rosa to shop, Burns said 
“ There are no concentnted fa­ 
cilities.” 
The shopping center would 
have parking spaces for about 
1,400 to 1,500 cars, he reported. 
Burns expected groundbreak­ 
ing would be next spring and 
hoped the center would open by 
Christmas 1973. The timing will 
depend a “ great deal” on pro­ 
cessing plans through city 
agencies, he said. 


Burns said he didn't know’ 
how many apartment units 
would be constructed since he 
plans to sell the 25 residential 
acres. 


The unincorporated ranch- 
land is now zoned for agricul­ 
ture. Burns has applied to the 
city for prezoning to both com­ 
mercial and residential prepa­ 
ratory to planned annexation to 
the city. 


Burns, who has planned, de­ 
veloped. constructed and man­ 
aged other shopping centers, 
said he would manage the No­ 
vato center after it was con­ 
structed. 


His firm, Burns Properties, 
has an office in Sausalito.

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LOS ANGELES (UPI)-The 
cost of the government’s pollu­ 
tion-fighting campaign includes 
$105 billion in expenses in the 
next five years, the loss of up to 
125,000 jobs and a drop in the 
gross national product, accord­ 
ing to the official in charge of 
the effort. 
But the rewards will be worth 
the price, said William D. 
Ruckelshaus, administrator of 
the federal Environmental Pro­ 
tection Agency. 
Ruckelshaus spoke at a sym­ 
posium during two days of 
hearings on environmental 
problems. 
The pollution control price 
includes, he said: 
“ Just to control air pollution 
alone, the Council on Environ­ 
mental Quality estimates it will 
cost around $42 billion in the 
period from 1973 to 1977.” 
It will cost the government 
and industry about $105 billion

between 1970-75 to carry out 
programs dealing with air and 
water 
pollution and solid 
wastes. 
The cleanup effort could cut 
the gross national product by .6 
per cent between 1972-80. 


In 11 major industries, from 
200 to 300 plants will have to 
close down by the end of 1970, 
putting 50,000 to 125,000 persons 
out of jobs. 


A report by the Council on 
Environmental Quality released 
at the same meeting estimated 
that price increases, needed by 
manufacturers to pay the cost 
of meeting pollution regula­ 
tions, will cost the nation $2 
billion between 1970 and 1980. 


Car prices will increase by 
$245-$425 by 1977 to pay for 
pollution control devices, and 
maintenance costs will increase 
$65 a year to keep them work­ 
ing, the same report said. 


Halts Rail Strike 


WASHINGTON (LTD - The 
threat of a major railroad 
strike beginning at midnight 
tonight was averted when Pres­ 
ident Nixon decided to invoke 
the Railway Labor Act. 
Nixon planned to sign two 
orders this afternoon putting off 
the threatened strike for 60 
days. One order applied to a 
dispute between train crewmen 
and the Penn Central Railroad, 
the second to sheet metal work­ 
ers and all the nation's rail­ 
roads. 
Invoking the Railway Labor 
Act automatically delays any 
strike action for 60 days while 
three-member panels are creat­ 
ed to study the dispute and 
recommend a settlement. 


Blasts Economy 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Dis­ 
puting White House claims that 
economic stabilization meas­ 
ures are working, Sen. William 
Proxmire charged today that 
the program is a “ shambles” 
and announced he will open 
intensive hearings into the situ­ 
ation April 14. 
Proxmire, chairman of Con­ 
gress’ Joint Economic Commit­ 
tee, said he would hold the 
hearings “ because of the deteri­ 
orating situation.” 
“ Seven and one-half months 
after the price freeze, prices 
continue to go up and up and 
up,” Proxmire said. “ Because 
of the walk-off of four of the 
five labor members, the Pay 
Board has just had a radical 
reorganization.” 


Drugs And Suicide 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - A 
new study said today the sui­ 
cide attempt rate among young 
heroin and cocaine addicts is at 
least 15 times higher than the 
nonaddicts rate in the same age 
group. 
Building on earlier studies 
that found the actual suicide 
rate among addicts was five 
times that in general popula­ 
tion, the National Institute of 
Mental Health team questioned 
78 addicts on the heroin substi­ 
tute methadone, 20 addicts 
sweating out their habits by 
abstaining and 170 persons 
from five nonaddict control 
groups including law breakers, 
non-churchgoers, 
Protestants, 
Jews and black federal work­ 
ers. 
Persons in the study were age 
15 to 26. 


Violent Weather

Showers and thunderstorms 
prevailed over much of the 
eastern portion of the nation 
today in the wake of a violent 
storm system that brought tor­ 
nadoes, high winds and hail to 
the Louisiana coast yesterday.

Hotel Warring 


DACCA (UPI) — Members of 
rival hotel unions fought with 
wooden staves and iron bars in 
the lobby, kitchen and coffee 
shop of the Dacca Interconti­ 
nental Hotel today. Police fired 
bursts from automatic weapons 
outside the building to disperse 
the demonstrators. 
About 15 persons were hurt in 
the melee and four of them 
were hospitalized with serious 
injuries. The main floor of the 
hotel was left a shambles of 
blood, broken glass and crock­ 
ery, and tomato ketchup. 
Prime Minister Sheikh Muji- 
bur Rahman, meanwhile, flew 
to the river port of Khulna 90 
miles southwest of the capital, 
where 2,000 persons demon­ 
strated what they charged were 
malpractices in the distribution 
of relief food and supplies. 


Nailed To Cross 


SAM FERNANDO, Philip- 
pines (UPI) — A bearded Filipi- 
ni wearing what he described 
as a “ Jesus Christ” wig topped 
with a crown of throns on his 
head had himself nailed to a 
wooden cross today to reenact 
the Crucifixion for the fourth 
year in a row. 
Juanito Piring, 30, a father of 
four, siad he had made a life­ 
time vow to suffer the crucifix­ 
ion of Christ every Good Fri­ 
day. He hung for a few minutes 
on a cross in a dry ricefield in 
San Pedro village about 45 
miles north of Manila. 
Naked to the waist, he was 
tightly bound with ropes to the 
10-foot-long cross held aloft by 
a jostling crowd. His out­ 
stretched palms were bleeding 
at the spots where two-and-a- 
half inch steel nails were driven 
through by an appointed tortur­ 
er dressed as a Roman centu­ 
rion.

John V. Tunney, D-Calif., 
claiming he has new evidence 
linking acting Attorney General 
Richard Kleindienst to an al­ 
leged deal to cover up illegal 
Republican campaign contribu­ 
tions, says he believes the Sen­ 
ate will continue its investiga­ 
tion of Kleindienst, ITT and 
Justice Department activities. 


Tunney said he would present 
the information to the Senate 
Judiciary Committee when it 
resumes its hearings April 6 On 
Kleindienst’s nomination to be 
attorney general. 
The resumption of the hear­ 
ings also will see an attempt by 
Sen. Roman Hruska, R-Neb., 
and other Republicans to end 
the month-long investigation 
that has prevented Kleindienst 
from formally taking over the 
post relinquished by former at­ 
torney general John N. Mitch­ 
ell. 


Tunney declined to detail 
what his documents were but 
he said he was confident the 
committee would vote to contin­ 
ue the investigation once it saw 
them. 


Tunney said his information 
does not relate to antitrust ac­ 
tivities concerning Internation­ 
al Telephone & Telegraph as 
most of the hearing has; but 


rather to allegations made re­ 
cently in Life magazine. 
That report claimed that 
Kleindienst, when he wad depu­ 
ty attorney general, absolved 
Harry Steward, U.S. Attorney 
for Southern California, of any 
wrongdoing in quashing a fed­ 
eral inquiry into contributions 
to President Nixon’s 1968 elec­ 
tion campaign. The article said 
C. Arnholt Smith, a big Nixon 
financial backer, had sponsored 
Steward for the U.S. attorney 
post. 


Cheetahs Now On 
Endangered List 


WASHINGTON (UPI) -Inte­ 
rior Secretary Rogers C.B. 
Morton has signed a final order 
putting cheetahs, leopards, ti­ 
gers, snow leopards, jaguars, 
ocelots, margays and tiger cats 
on the list of endangered for­ 
eign wildlife. 
The action means that is is 
now illegal to import the cats, 
their skins or other body parts, 
or products made from their 
bodies except where permits 
have been issued as in the case 
of zoos or research and educa­ 
tional groups. A proposal pend­ 
ing in Congress would permit 
sportsmen to bring back legally 
shot trophies from other coun­ 
tries, however. 


The Justice Department has 
denied any wrongdoing on its 
part and said it “ proceeded 
properly and vigorously and 
without favoritism.” 


Another reason for continuing 
the hearings, Tunney said, is 
that he and Sen.

Although 
the Air Force said the DeHavil­ 
land crew was sending out in­ 
correct position reports, the 
plane was located by radar 
aboard an HC-130, piloted by 
Maj. Harold Regele of the 41st. 
At the ditching site, flares 
were thrown to mark the spot 
for an HH-53 “ Super Jolly 
Green Giant” helicopter, carry­ 
ing pararescuemen. The loca­ 
tion was 150 miles west of Point 
Arena. 
“ There were planes flying 
around 
and 
flares 
being 


dropped.” Hanson said. “ We 
expected a boat because we 
thought we were closer in.” 
As the helicopter, piloted by 
Capt. John Lindgren, hovered 
overhead. S/Sgt. Terry Wells, a 
pararescueman, was lowered 
down a hoist. He jumped into 
the 55-degree ocean, churned by 
five-foot swells, and swam to 
the raft. 
Wells, later joined by M/Sgt. 
Donald Snyder, another para­ 
rescueman, found two chilled, 
but uninjured, pilots. “ It was so 
cold, you couldn' move,” Han­ 
son said. 
The pilots were hoisted into 
the helicopter. The ride to 
Hamilton took two-and-one-half 
hours.

North Vietnam Infantry 
In Big D M Z Offensive

killing one 
American. 
The fighting below the DMZ 
was described as the heaviest 
in four years, and an American 
officer said, “ It looks like the 
start of a pretty big offensive 
up there. I expect them to keep 
it up for quite awhile.” Other 
officers said they expected the 
fighting to get worse but they 
said it was too early to say 
whether the zattles marked the 
start of a long-expected m ajor 
offensive. 


U.S. and Allied troops went 
on alert for a possible general 
Communist offensive as Hanoi 
Radio exhorted its troops to 
“ attack the enemy repeatedly.” 
Saigon was alerted for possible 
rocket attacks and the govern­ 
m ent rushed its last reserves 
from the Saigon area to meet a 
new threat in the Central High­ 
lands. 


The air war also blazed up. 
U.S. planes carried out two 
strikes in North Vietnam, F4 
Phantom s shot down a MIG21 
over Laos and the Communists 
shot down another super-secret 
AC130 S pectre gunship over 
Laos, the second in two days. 


The U.S. command also re­ 
ported the loss of a U.S. Jolly 
G reen G iant helicopter over 
Laos on Monday and said five 
men were missing. The United 
States rushed fighter-bombers 
and helicopter gunships to the 
fighting along the DMZ and one 
of the helico p ters was shot 
down. The crew escaped. 


The 15-man crew of the AC130 
was rescued but 14 Americans 
were lost and presum ed dead in 
the downing of one by SAM 
m issiles on Wednesday. Two 
others had been shotdown by 
groundfire earlier in the secret 
operation against the Ho Chi 
Minh Trail code-named “ Igloo 
W hite.” 


M ilitary sources said the 
AC130s, whose accurate gunfire 
is directed by a com puter in 
Thailand, are the most effective 
planes against Communist sup­ 
ply lines with their electronic 
sensors and television screens 
showing the n ig h ttim e la n d ­ 
scape. C om m unist a b ility to 
shoot them down could jeopard­ 
ize the U.S. cam paign against 
Com m unist supply ro u tes in 
Laos. 


Front dispatches said heavy 
Com m unist attack s and tr e ­ 
mendous artillery barrages of 
thousands of rounds drove the 
South Vietnamese out of base 
cam ps Dong Ha East, Khe Gio 
and Camp Fuller today.

A 12-member panel of Marin 
law enforcement, probation and 
other officials was present to 
answer questions, according to 
Beau W. Chapman, president of 
the Sleepy Hollow Homes Asso­ 
ciation, which convened the ses­ 
sion. 
Chapman, emphasizing that 
the problems raised were not 
unique to Sleepy Hollow, said 
the discussion covered “ all seg­ 
ments of lawbreaking from pre­ 
vention to apprehension to the 
courts, juvenile referee and the 
probation aspect of the situa­ 
tion.” 
“ The prim ary concern,” he 
said, “ centered around the 
courts and repeat offenders and 
what appears to the community 
to be a revolving-door situa­ 
tion” and the seeming imbal­ 
ance between protection of the 
community and rights of the 
individual implicated in crime. 
Some speakers also called for 
publication of the names of 
repeat juvenile offenders, Chap­ 
man said,although Judge Jo­ 
seph G. Wilson of Marin Superi­ 
or Court, a m em ber of the 
panel, 
noted he had barred 
release by police of the names 
of juveniles involved in crimes 
to the media as a result of an 
interpretation of a recent state 
Supreme Court ruling. 
Chapman said 
Wilson also 
expressed the belief that publi­ 
cation caused more harm than 
good because only fragmented 
reports of crimes are published. 
Chapman said the panel was 
“ sensitive and attentive” to the 
com m unity concerns. O ther 
mem bers of the panel were 
Sheriff Louis P. Mountanos and 
Sheriff’s Lt. W’illiam Johansen, 
Juvenile Court Referee Jack L. 
Blaine, Chief Probation Officer 
John W. Brewer, Public De­ 
fender Harold J. Truett, Capt. 
William Bloomer and Officer 
Keith Chapman of the Califor­ 
nia Highway Patrol and County 
Supervisor Peter R. Arrigoni 
J r ., whose d istric t includes 
Sleepy Hollow.

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vaccines released for use by the

DBS relied solely on manu­ 
facturers’ tests rather than its 
own in deciding whether to 
approve vaccine lots and often 
released them even if they 
flunked the tests. 
Thousands of fed eral em ­ 
ployes were urged to have flu 
shots this winter, despite gov­ 
ernment findings that such vac­ 
cinations do little good. 
The GAO recommended that 
the Department of Health, Edu­ 
cation and Welfare, which has 
ultim ate resp o n sib ilit over 
DBS, take firm steps to require 
the agency 
to shore up its 
operations and make sure only 
strong, effective vaccines reach 
patients. 
DBS has a $9 million annual 
budget. It is an offshoot of the 
National Institutes of Health 
and not connected with the 
Food and Drug Administration 
which oversees the safety, puri­ 
ty and efficacy of the nation’s 
drug supply.

“ But I really wanted more than 
anything to be a good, fair cop, 
one who helped people, worked 
to prevent crim e and tried to 
understand the people I came 
in contact with and their prob­ 
lem s,” he said. 
Working under Wright, Malk­ 
in and Fraass was a disillusion­ 
ing experience, he recalled. 
He was ordered to falsify 
police reports by the two ser­ 
geants, he told the I-J. “ Many 
tim es arrests didn’t contain all 
the necessary elem ents of a 
crime and we were told to add 
circum stances that had not oc­ 
curred, often out-and-out lies, to 
buiM a stronger case,” he said. 
Michaelsen also charged that 
many unfair, unjust and unwar­ 
ranted arrests were made by 
officers under p ressu re “ to 
keep their production up, be­ 
cause production, how many 
tickets you wrote, how many 
arrests you made, was the most 
important thing in that depart­ 
m ent.” For instance, he said, 
many times persons arrested 
for being drunk in public “ had 
been drinking, but certain ly 
were not intoxicated enough to 
be arrested and taken to jail. 
But we’d arrest them anyway 
because it was another misde­ 
meanor arrest to our credit.” 
Countless persons were cited 
for traffic violations in a speed 
trap on Bridgeway where the 
speed limit changed from 35 to 
25 an hour in a very short 
distance, according to the offi­ 
cer. “ With our radar unit, we’d 
pick up people who h ad n ’t 
slowed down fast enough for the 
change.” 
Michaelsen told of one inst­ 
ance when he was acting as 
dispatcher and a longtime resi­ 
dent came in to complain he 
had tried to talk to a parking 
enforcement officer who had 
refused to talk and instead had 
driven off, giving the man ar. 
obscene gesture.” 


The man wanted to talk to 
someone in authority and I 
called Captain Wright and he 
cam e and listened, then told the 
resident a parking enforcement 
officer wouldn’t have done such 
a thing and that he must be 
e x a g g e ra tin g ,” 
M ichaelsen 
said. “ When the man naturally 
insisted and started to raise his 
voice, Wright had him arrested 
for being drunk in public, even 
though he was certainly not 
intoxicated.”

he often m ade out arrest re­ 
ports for people who had come 
in voluntarily to pay traffic 
fines in order to pad the depart­ 
m ent’s arrest volume. 
He also told the I-J (hat 
taking home lost and recovered 
stolen items instead of holding 
them to return or sell at auction 
— as the law requires — was 
one of the most common prac­ 
tices among Sausalito officers. 
“ They’d take anything really 
good, guns, stereo equipment, 
radios, after keeping them long 
enough so they could be pretty 
sure no one would turn up to 
claim them .” 
Michaelsen said that, as a 
new Sausalito patrolm an, the 
pressures on him to write tick­ 
ets and citations were so great 
he would begin a shift by going 
to Bridgeway and waiting for 
someone to make a U-turn or 
some other illegal act. “ I felt if 
I could just get a few citations 
or arrests out of the way right 
away, I’d have more tim e to do 
the job I wanted to do, check 
out suspicious persons and help 
people who needed m e.” 
The young officer said he 
decieed to speak up, no m atter 
what the consequences are to 
himself “ because people who 
run departm ents like Sausalito 
are hurting me and all other 
cops; we in San Rafael get a lot 
of harrassm ent because of what 
is going on in Sausalito.” 


“ For example, I'll stop some­ 
one for speeding and he’ll ask 
in a very nasty voice if he is 
one of my quota,” Miehaelson 
said. “ People who have had 
bad experiences there get the 
idea that police do these things 
everyw here. The stigm a ex­ 
tends to all law enforcement 
officers, to me because I wear 
a uniform and have a badge.” 


Michaelsen said Wright and 
his subordinates must take re­ 
sponsibility for what goes on in 
their departm ents. “ We in San 
Rafael have an excellent de­ 
partm ent and fine men, but 
that's because we have a very 
good chief and very good supe­ 
rior officers who believe that 
police are th ere to prevent 
crim e and help people and pro­ 
vide a service. We have the 
time to deal with people and 
their problems in a very human 
way because we don’t have to 
spend all our time writing tick­ 
ets.” 


Michaelsen said he is con­ 
vinced many of the officers in 
S ausalito would 
speak out 
ag ain st p ractices th ere and 
their superiors if they “ weren't 
afraid of punitive action.”

Shoot-Out Scenario 
Told At Davis Trial 


By MARY LEYDECKER 
SAN JOSE — Three Marin 
housewives, the first witnesses 
in the Angela Davis case, de­ 
scribed in strained voices yes­ 
terday the terror and violence 
they endured the day of the 
bloody Civic Center shoot-out. 
They had left the normal 
world of home and m arketplace 
on Aug. 7, 1970, to serve as 
ju ro rs in the courtroom of 
Judge Harold J. Haley, who 
died in the escape attem pt, and 
two of them shared his final 
agony. 
The first witness in Santa 
Clara Superior Court, Maria 
Elena Graham of Terra Linda, 
seemed on the verge of collapse 
as she underwent lengthy cross- 
examination but it was another 
woman who broke down when 
shown a picture of the judge. 
Noreen Morris of Mill Valey 
first gave a calm and rather 
detailej recital of the events in 
the courtroom before three con­ 
victs and an accomplice left 
with hostages. Then she put her 
head down, covered her face 
and was unable to speak fgr a 
few minutes. 
When she raised her head, 
there were tears in her eyes as 
she pointed out the judge and 
convict Jam es McClain in a 
p ictu re show ing the inm ate 
with a gun at the judge’s head.

tages. 
Jackson, younger brother of 
Soledad Brother George Jack­ 
son, brought guns into the 
courtroom, setting off the vio­ 
lence. The prosecution contends 
that Angela Davis bought the 
weapons and conspired with 
Jonathan in an effort to free 
George Jackson, 
with whom 
she was in love. 
“ We want our Soledad Broth­ 
ers freed — we’re the new 
liberation,” Mrs. Graham said 
young Jackson repeatedly said 
during the 45 minutes of terror. 
Mrs. Graham, who suffered 
an arm wound during the shoot­ 
out, also said McClain told 
Sheriff Louis B. Mountanos on 
the telephone that the judge 
would die if the Soledad Broth­ 
ers were not freed. 


A good part of the day was 
spent in an effort by one of 
Miss Davis’s attorneys, Howard 
Moore Jr., to discredit Mrs. 
G raham 's testimony as a prod­ 
uct of prosecution coaching. 


Finally, fighting emotion, she 
blurted out, “ You told me to 
tell the truth to the best of my 
ability,” in answer to Asst. 
Gen. Albert W. Harris Jr. 


Mrs. Morris, a self-possessed 
appearing blonde dressed in a 
beige pantsuit, told in a low 
voice how young Jackson en­ 
tered the courtroom, pulled a 
gun and said, “This is it.”

McClain, who was on trial be­ 
fore Judge Haley, said to Jack­ 
son after being handed a gun, 
“ Give me the tape.” 


Although Jackson first said 
he hadn-t brought it, it later 
was found when the contents of 
a plastic briefcase carried by 
Jackson was dumped on the 
floor.

Land Sprayer 
Reduces Costs 


The Marin County Mosquito 
Abatement District has reduced 
its spending on pesticides by 
eliminating airplane spraying 
and using land equipment. 
D istrict em ployees devised 
and constructed a sprayer in a 
van which they used to spray 
ditches, Dist. Mgr. Allan D. 
Telford said in the district’s 
annual report released yester­ 
day. 
The use of the land vehicle 
has eliminated airplane spray­ 
ing which covers a larger area, 
killing other insects, he report­ 
ed. This has reduced the cost of 
pesticides from $2,195 in 1969 to 
$1,362 in 1970 and $433 in 1971, 
Telford said.

Bustling Center In 
Laotian Mountains

Ban Xon is a tiny, dusty air­ 
strip tucked away in the moun­ 
tains of Laos —a bustling refugee 
supply center for Meo tribesmen. 
Small aircraft come and go so 
quickly they often don't have 
time to shut off their engines. 
They simply take on more sup­ 
plies and head for one of many 
scattered drop zones or landing 
sites. 
For more than a decade the 
Meo have been fighting the North 
Vietnamese, who have pushed 
them farther and farther south 
from their mountain homeland. 


Now Ban Xon, attacked last 
year by the North Vietnamese, is 
not considered secure. 
For the Meo at Ban Xon, w ar­ 
fare is an accepted part of life — 
much like the daily flights from 
Vientiane that fly in American 
relief workers each morning and 
fly them out each evening. 
These photos w ere brought 
back by Gordon N. Converse, 
chief photographer of The Chris­ 
tian Science Monitor, when he 
returned recently from a five- 
week trip to Laos, Cambodia and 
Vietnam.

Road

UP HIGHWAY I — Hippies in 
ragged clothes sit by its side on 
bedrolls and backpacks or 
camp on its curves in dilapidat­ 
ed cars with the doors hanging 
open. 
The middle class drives by 
unstopping, sealed off in their 
Bodies by Fisher, their stereo 
tape decks throbbing to the 
rising pulse of Ravel’s Bolero. 
Highway I from Morro Bay to 
Monterey. Its way is crooked, 
twining, twisted and narrow, a 
ribbon of highway with socio­ 
economic kinks and raggedly 
loose human ends. A road ev­ 
ery- body drives once with wea­ 
ry arms and rarely has time to 
drive again. A road once a 
scenic spectacular of the tour­ 
ing class and now a “hippie 
highw ay,” full of casualties 
from the generation gap. 
The thumb at the end of the 
outstretched arm is the hall­ 
mark of the highway. It juts 
stiff-jointed into the northbound 
motorist’s line of vision first a 
hundred miles south, from the 
grass alongside the road where 
Santa Barbara abuts U.S. I, 
where in the midmoming the 
hitchhiker’s national convention 
seems about to convene, their 
acco m m o d atio n s on th e ir 
backs; their convention hall the 
open road; their platform: a 
ride for every delegate. 
Their - placards are hand 
scribbled cardboard signs, a 
forest of them, calling out des­ 
tinations. Laconic explanations, 
to the point: “ Frisco,” “S.F.,” 
“ Big Sur,” or life stories: “I’m 
in love and she’s in San Fran­ 
cisco.” 
It is not long out of Morro 
Bay before the land begins to 
exert its personality, shoulder­ 
ing out all other considerations. 
The land doesn’t meet the sea, 
it collides with it. It is a great 
brown and green and gray fog- 


bound Brigadoon, tum bling 
down out of the mist, humping 
and arching abruptly to the sea 
as if it can’t wait to reach the 
water. And there it scatters 
whole little islands of rock onto 
the continental shelf. 
The sea pounds back violent­ 
ly, breaking against the land, 
spraying, protesting, eroding, 
gouging out strange forms in 
the sea cliffs. And on the edge 
of the humping land the high­ 
way clings like a long, running 
scar. 
It is all a curious blend of 
beauty and violence. 
Suddenly, at the curve, the 
hippie encam pm ent. Ragged 
figures, waving signs in the 
windshields of the passing mid­ 
dle class, which slows, then 
speeds up and roars past. The 
signs 
say, 
“ Spare food?” 
“Spare smokes?” Alms asking 
at 10 m.p.h. Grapes of wrath on 
the slopes of Brigadoon. 


Ten miles up the highway, 
Becky sat by the row of mail­ 
boxes in Gorda and said, “You 
don’t wanta have nothing to do 
with ‘at gang down the road. 
It's good you didn’t stop. They 
are a bad bunch. Two rapes 
down there the other day, and 
they set a fire that burned off 
all the mountains around here 
except this one.” 
Becky is a child of the high­ 
way. She got her elementary 
education in the one-room 
schoolhouse up from the high­ 
way and was bused the 40 miles 
south to C am bria for high 
school. 


She is as middle class as the 
motorists passing by. Wants to 
go on to college next year. 
“ Those people down the 
road,” she says, “they are just 
city hippies who don’t know 
what they are doing. They just 
sit there begging food and 
smokes. They don’t know how 
to camp or how to build a 
proper campfire. We had a 
forest ranger here before the 


force was cut back who taught 
them some things and sorta 
looked out for them, but now 
he’s going and there they are. 
“Only other trouble we gener­ 
ally have are the arguments 
when members of the school 
board m eets. They alm ost 
came to blows at the meeting 
last week.” 
Becky continued to sit and 
watch as the bodies-by-Fisher 
set revved on by, past Big Sur 
into the spotless middle-class 
enclaves at Carmel and Monte­ 
rey, the m ore com fortable 
miles, with the spotless shop­ 
ping malls and clean swept, 
tree clustered inns. 
On they drive toward San 
Francisco far beyond the vio­ 
lent grandeur of Highway I, 
turning to nod as they pass, on 
the left side of the road just out 
of Monterey, the Fort Ord Ar­ 
my target range and the sol­ 
diers learning to shoot straight.

Radio Ace Gabriel 
Heatter Dies at 81 


MIAMI BEACH (UPI) - Ga­ 
briel Heatter, the radio com­ 
mentator who could say even in 
the dark days of World War II, 
“ ahhh, there’s good news to­ 
night” — and find a little — 
died yesterday. 
The 81-vear-old Heatter died 
of pneumonia. 
Heatter retired in the 1950s 
from his network news show, 
but did broadcasts from Miami 
Beach, where he took up resi­ 
dence, for a number of years. 
At the peak of his career, 
Heatter’s news show was car­ 
ried by 450 stations of the Mu­ 
tual Broadcasting System. He 
m ade it his tradem ark to 
launch his evening show by 
saying, “ Ahhh, th ere’s good 
news tonight.” 
With this phrase, uttered in 
throbbing, reassuring tones, 
Heatter found silver linings that 
soothed his admirers and exas­ 


perated his critics during a 
radio career that spanned the 
depression, World War II, Ko­ 
rea and the cold war. 
His utterances on any topic, 
from the attack on Pearl Har­ 
bor to the virtues of suntan 
lotion, were delivered with such 
depth of feeling that his mail 
always included some fan let­ 
ters addressed to “the Rev. 
Gabriel Heatter.” 
His advent to radio came late 
in 1932. 
Heatter once told an inter­ 
viewer that the toughest times 
he had as a commentator were 
during the war and the trial of 
Bruno Hauptm ann, convicted 
kidnaper of the Charles A. 
Lindbergh baby. 
H e a tte r’s n atio n al fam e 
reached its peak during W’orld 
W’ar II, when war camps over­ 
seas delayed “Taps” until after 
his broadcasts.

Final Witness Testifies 
Against Fired Chief Orr 


By LARRY MOWELL 
Testimony in the hearing into 
the firing of Fairfax Police 
Chief James R. Orr shifted to 
due process when the city’s 
final witness. Councilman Lee 
Nelder, took the stand last 
night. 
City Attv. Wallace S. Myers 
said he called the councilman 
before the Fairfax Board of 
Review to refute charges that 
Nelder and his colleague Rob­ 
ert R Souza had conspired to 
fire Orr. 
However, during cross-exami­ 
nation, Orr's attorney, Leonard 
Shaw, focused on whether Orr 
had been warned of and given a 
chance to correct what Nelder 
considered deficiencies in the 
department. 
Shaw s tack followed from a 
letter passed out by Chairman 
Freeman Blake in which he 
said he will recall Orr and the 
man who fired him, City Ad­ 
ministrator Robert E. Crowe, to 
ask about fairness prior to the 
firing. 
“ It is my special concern to 
discover qualitative material. 
Was Mr Orr informed of the 
seriousness of the situation? 
Was lie given specific warnings 
about what the administrator 
wished changed? Were sugges­ 
tions made to assist the chief in 
making these changes? Were 
time limits set? Were guide­ 
lines offered? In short, might 
Mr. Orr have been treated 
more fairly?” Blake wrote. 
The two antagonists in the 
case are to be questioned by the 
board at 3 p.m. Monday at the 
Fairfax Women’s Club. Blake 
said that only one session 
should be needed after that to 
wrap up the hearing which has 
already spanned 34 sessions 
dating back to November. 
The final outcome of the ex­ 
haustive hearing is, of course, 
still unknown, but Shaw pre­ 
dicted a 3-2 split on the board.

International 
Cleanup Sought 


N EW YO RK (U P I) -The 
Chase Manhattan Bank said 
Thursday that attempts by indi­ 
vidual nations to clean up the 
environment would be dimin­ 
ished unless the job was at­ 
tacked on an international 
scale. 
For the United States alone, 
it would cost between 1 1-2 and 
2 per cent of its gross national 
product between now and 1975 
to develop technology for pollu­ 
tion abatement, the bank said 
in a report on the economics of 
pollution control.

60 persons, Shaw went exten­ 
sively into how Nelder had han­ 
dled complaints he received 
about the police department 
and into Nelder’s role in the 
firing. 
Nelder. a 25-year veteran of 
the San Francisco police de­ 
partment. echoed testimony by 
C 
that no conspiracy to 
oust Orr existed and denied, as 
had Souza, that they had told 
Inspector Bernard Del Santo of 
the San Anselmo police that 
they were “ out to get” ’ Orr 
during their election celebra­ 
tion in 1970. 
In fact, he said the first he 
knew of a move to fire Orr was 
when Crowe called a closed 
session to present the charges 
Sept. 13. 


Under questioning from 
Myers, Nelder outlined com­ 
plaints received about Orr from 
police officers and private citi­ 
zens. 
He said Officer James Davis 
had asked him to push for 
departmental training just be­ 
fore Nelder’s election in 1970. 
“ He felt he had no training and 
he had been a police officer 
approximately six months at 
that time,” Nelder said. 
Similarly, he said Officer Mi­ 
chael Morality had no training 
for the first six months al­ 
though “ he had life and death 
packing around on his hip.” 
He said Sgt. Andy Grimes 
and Officer Paul Simpson had 
complained to him about lack 
of leadership and subsequent 
low morale and about the inci­ 
dent in which Orr allegedly 
aimed a gun at a cadet’s head. 
“ What the cadet should have 
done is go out to the D.A. 
(district attorney) and have a 
warrant sworn out for the 
chief,” Nelder said. “ I can’t 
believe a man would take a 
loaded gun that has a back­ 
ground with firearms and point 
it at another man’s head unless 
he plans to use it." 
The veteran police sergeant 
criticized Orr for lack of poli­ 
cies on gun use and training 
and failure to require activities 
sheets. 
“ It is a deficiency,” he said, 
“ because they (two officers on 
patrol) were both parked in the 
same parking lot together 
many, many times. That was 
not activity.” 
Nelder, who ran on the law 
and order issue in 1970, admit­ 
ted he had disagreements with 
Orr on the handling of loiterers 
in the downtown area, the use 
of automatic weapons and con­ 
trol over a large festival in 
September 1969. At open council 
meetings, he agreed, he had not 
seen eve to eye with the chief 
on overtime for officers and a 
no-parkng zone on Scenic Ave­ 
nue. 
But he denied Shaw’s claim 
that the disagreements had 
been heated arguments. “ Sir, 
you keep referring to argu­ 
ments. I ’ve never had an argu­ 
ment with Jim. I ’ve had a 
discussion now and then,” Neld­ 
er told Orr’s attorney. “ Chief 
Orr and I have always been on 
well-talking terms,” he said. 
Shaw repeatedly asked Neld­ 
er w’hat action he had taken on 
alleged derelictions, claiming it 
was important to the due pro­ 
cess isi>ue. Neldar responded 
that he didn’t always take the 


problems to the chief and never 
took them formally to the coun­ 
cil. 
He said he didn't bring them 
up because he was the junior 
councilman and didn’t want to 
be a “ hatchet man. He said he 
felt Orr was a nice guy who 
would “ come around 
“ Did he? 
Myers asked. 
“ Hardly," Nelder said. 
Consequently charges were 
drawn up and three closed ses­ 
sions were held in September 
before the council decided to 
fire Orr. 
Nelder said Orr attended one 
and admitted using poor judg­ 
ment by not reporting a liquor 
law violation at Celoni’s Liquor 
Store and Cocktail Lounge to 
the state Department of .Alco­ 
holic Beverage Control and vol­ 
unteered to take a lie detector 
test only on some of the 
charges. Nelder couldn’t recall 
which. 
During those sessions,he siad, 
Councilman 
Francis 
J . 
O'Connell recommended cutting 
Orr’s pay and putting him on 
probation, Nelder said, and 
Councilman Frank J. 
Egger 
sought a deal to fire street 
superintendent Edgar Phillips 
and building inspector Dale W. 
Hostrup as well 
“ At that time I said, ‘Good­ 
night, gentlemen, I am not in­ 
terested in deals,’ and that was 
te end of the meeting,” he 
said. 
Egger and O’Connell voted 
not to fire Orr when the council 
upheld the firing in October. 
Among more than 20 allega­ 
tions against Orr are that he 
showed favoritism to and en­ 
gaged in improper social rela­ 
tions with a clerk matron, was 
publicly drunk on several occa­ 
sions, failed to set up rules and 
training, threatened officers 
with violence, failed to provide 
security and failed to report the 
liquor violation. 


Egg Products 
Labeling Rule 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Pro- 
cessors who add water to egg 
products will have to disclose 
on their labels the percentage 
of added water after Sept. 1, 
the Agriculture Department 
said today. 
The new regulation was is­ 
sued under the agency’s man­ 
datory inspection program for 
processed eggs. 
Officials said the new rule 
also will require processors 
seeking label approval for egg 
products containing more than 
one ingredient to tell the de­ 
partment what percentage of 
each ingredient is being used 
Spokesmen also said that ef­ 
fective July 1, the department 
will put into effect new require­ 
ments for shell egg handlers. 
These rules, also drafted under 
terms of the inspection law. are 
designed to keep dirty, cracked 
and other “ restricted” eggs out 
of consumer channels.

Why Supervisors 
Lose Voter Support 


The other day we received a 
copy of a letter written by a 
woman active in Marin politics 
to her county supervisor, who 
is one of the two who are 
candidates for re-election for 
their second terms this year. 
The letter said that, although 
she had supported him in the 
past, she no longer could do so. 
It gave four reasons why. 
The first reason applied to 
this supervisor specifically, but 
the other three would apply — 
to greater or less degree — to 
all five members of the board. 
Here they are, as cited in the 
woman’s letter: 
‘2. THE CONTINUED prolif­ 
e ra tio n of a d m in istr a tiv e 
county government rather than 
representative county govern­ 
ment. In observing board of 
supervisors meeting over the 
years, it is appalling the num­ 
ber of times our elected repre­ 
sentatives (including you) must 
refer to staff for direction. I 
find it impossible to support a 
representative who in turn 
must be subservient to the 
judgment of appointive staff. In 
my humble opinion, it would be 
better to elect the now-appoin­ 
tive staff and forget the sup­ 
posed people representatives, if 
present board policy is contin­ 
ued. 
“3. The lack of guidelines for 
em ploye evaluation as dis­ 
played in the recent case of the 
county administrator and medi­ 
cal department. How can one 
evaluate an administrator who 
has no job description, and 
comes without due process of 
com petitive screening? How 
can one evaluate a medical 
department who submits a 
state ‘comprehensive review’ 
without comparative cost anal­ 
ysis? 
“4. The fact county govern­ 
ment cost has risen more than 
50 per cent during your term of

office . . . Are the people re­ 
ceiving 50 per cent better serv­ 
ice?” 
WE SUPPOSE the supervi­ 
sors would reply to the criti­ 
cism that they lean too heavily 
on staff with the alibi that they 
do not have sufficient time to 
devote to digging out the facts 
about all matters coming be­ 
fore them. It was, however, our 
understanding when the super­ 
visors’ pay was raised to $1,200 
per month that this was to 
compensate them for spending 
sufficient time to do just that. 
We suppose they might say 
there is a job description for 
the county administrator. But 
it does not contain specifics 
necessary to show where the 
a d m in is tr a to r ’s 
a u th o rity 
should begin and end vis a vis 
the elected county officials, in­ 
cluding the supervisors them­ 
selves. 
As to the evaluation of ad­ 
ministrator and 
medical de­ 
partment, the record speaks 
for itself. There was no real 
evaluation, no comparison with 
any standard, no exploration of 
strengths and weaknesses, nor 
of less expensive ways to get 
the job done. 
THE SPIRALING cost of 
county 
government 
results 
largely from the criticism con­ 
tained in the woman’s No. 2 
reason: the failure of the elect­ 
ed board of supervisors to exer­ 
cise informed control. When a 
bureaucracy 
is 
allowed 
to 
make the decisions, it will 
make them to its own advan­ 
tage. It has not been elected to 
safeguard 
the 
public. 
The 
board of supervisors has. 
All the supervisors — not just 
the two seeking re-election — 
would do well to consider this 
woman’s criticism. 
We have 
headrd the the same criticisms 
expressed in various ways by 
by many other Marin residents.

Well, 
look what he is doing to a venerable old 
office. 
The secretary of state is California’s 
chief elections officer. His principal duty 
is to see that elections are held and 
reported properly, promptly and honest­ 
ly. He is like unto an umpire — or, at 
least he should be; fair, im partial, and

ready to serve the public regardless of 
party registration. 
For decades, under the late Frank 
Jordan and his father, the secretary of 
state’s office was run on that basis. 
Jordan's political affiliations were strict­ 
ly his own; they never infringed on the 
strictly nonpartisan m anner in which he 
conducted the office. 
Since Jerry Brown took over in 1971, 
the office has been turned into a partisan 
and personal campaign headquarters. A 
launching pad for Mr. Brown Jr. 's flights 
of political fancy. 


SOME DEMOCRATS have been com­ 
plaining about Lt. Gov. Ed Reinecke. 
Reinecke, a Republican, also has eyes on 
the governor’s chair. They charge he is 
using the lieutenant governor’s office to 
further his quest for the top spot; they 
are threatening to cut his staff and his 
budget. 
No one is using his office as a launch­ 
ing pad the way Secy, of State Jerry 
Brown is. He is spending so much time 
buzzing around the state on non-secretary 
affairs that his office is going to pot. 
Not long after he was elected, Brown 
announced his taste to do battle for 
honest campaign reporting. Assembly­ 
man Charles Conrad, 
R-Los Angeles, 
took him at his word. Conrad suggested 
Brown look into the campaign report of 
Bruce Margolin, a Democrat who had 
run against Conrad in 1970. The evidence, 
said Conrad, suggested Margolin had 
spent more than he had reported. 
Brown acted on Conrad’s complaint 
with the speed of a sleepy snail. When 
Margolin finally did file a “supplemen­ 
tal' ’ financial report, it was promptly lost 
in Mr. Brown’s files. 
The secretary should spend less time 
filing law suits and more time filing his 
state papers. 


Early this year when, for the first time 
in decades, there was an opportunity to 
insure that reapportionment was for the 
people rather than the politicians, Brown 
petitioned the State Supreme Court to 
adopt the Democrats’ gerrym andered 
plan. He called it “impeccable.” The 
court turned him down, cold, it said the 
plan Brown favored was a “ truncated 
product 
of a partisan scheme. 
Brown has since taken the m antle of 
his office into such strange areas as 
smog research, Medi-Care and tax re­ 
form.

Schools Put To Political Use 
In Capital's 'Survival March 


WASHINGTON — If you don’t want 
your schools turned into a device for 
exploiting and propagandizing your chil­ 
dren, you need to take a clear look at 
what has been going on in Washington, 
DC. 
It’s bad. It ought to be a warning. It 
will be fatal if it becomes a precedent. 
The whole thing started from a possibly 
innocent beginning and then turned into a 
terrible misuse of 6-to-12-year-old school­ 
children. 
In the end enlisting — or 
trapping —the school board, the school 
superintendent and teachers into becom­ 
ing recruiters for partisan, ultra-one- 
sided political rallies. 
If this kind of thing is to be stopped, we 
w ill all need to know how it was maneu­ 
vered and manipulated so as to be alert 
to prevent it elsewhere. 


THE POSSIBLY INNOCENT beginning 
was the plan by a coalition of antiwar, 
civil rights and women's liberation or­ 
ganizations to hold a rally in front of the 
White House to bring the plight of the 
poor to political attention. Perfectly valid 
idea. 
Next the sponsors, primarily the Na­ 
tional Welfare Rights Organization, fig­ 
ured it would be dram atic if they made it 
into a “children’s m arch for survival.” A 
perfectly valid idea. 
But what if enough children didn't want 
to m arch9 What if just inviting them 
wouldn’t persuade them to m arch? What 
could be done to galvanize them into 
feeling they had better march — or else! 
That’s when a good idea went bad. 


THE PLANNERS DECIDED they 
needed to indoctrinate the youngsters so 
they would really want to “ march for 
survival.” So they got the school board 
and the superintendent to arrange for the 
teachers to distribute a kind of comic 
book to show the kids what fun it would 
be to join in a big political rally. 
They judged that just calling it fun 


might not be enough. They wanted to 
implant the “ correct views” about policy 
in the minds of the children. So they gave 
a prominent place in the comic book to a 
cartoon, made to look as though it was 
done by a child, with a crude drawing of 
the President alongside two ragged chil­ 
dren with empty plates and a carefully 
m isspelled 
caption reading “ Nixon 
Doesn’t C are.” 
Doesn’t care about what? Doesn’t care 
about children? Doesn't care about wel­ 
fare9 Doesn't care about peace? 
Since these children were going to be 
bused as near to where the President 
lives as the law would allow, what better 
way to get them to join in denouncing 
him? 


THERE WAS MORE. The sponsors 
were taking no chances that the young­ 
sters might rather skip rope. 
They persuaded the school board to bus 
the students to the rally, and slips were 
handed out in class for mothers to sign 
that it was all right for the pupils to do 
what their teachers suggested they do. 
In the classrooms the teachers, re­ 
sponding to a circular from the superin­ 
tendent. exhorted the pupils to go out and 
dem onstrate for teacher and for school — 
and for survival. 
Washington’s congressional delegate, 
W alter E. Fauntroy, went even ’further. 
He visited schools in person and told the 
children: “ Boys and girls, I want every­ 
one who’s coming to the march Saturday 
to raise his hand.” When everyone did as 
bid, he said: “ I’m taking a very good 
look. If I don’t see you on Saturday with 
your mommy and daddy, I’m coming 
back here to see what happened.’’ 
A pro-welfare rally, of course. An 
antiw ar demonstration, by all means. 
But what unfolded here in Washington 
was a dangerous blundering politicaliza­ 
tion of the public school. 
All I can add is —beware, wherever 
vou are.

Match Heath Struck Means

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WASHINGTON — E arlier this month, I 
headed up the hill outside Belfast where 
Stormont Castle sat in the swirling rain. 
A security officer stopped the car at the 
foot of the hill and radioed up for 
clearance. At the locked door to the 
castle, another officer called ahead to the 
man I was visiting. 
Once in his office, my first impression 
was that he was only camping there. In a 
sense, he was. He was a representative 
of Her M ajesty's Government, and offi­ 
cially he had no role at Stormont, for the 
castle is the home of the semi-autono­ 
mous government of Northern Ireland. 
At least, it was then. 
For long minutes, we sat discussing 
what might be forthcoming from London 
in the way of political remedies for the 
killing and persecution in Ireland. As we 
talked, I kept glancing at the clock built 
into a tower at one corner of the stone 
castle wall. There was no way of telling 
whether it was four hours fast or eight 
hours slow. 
I concluded it was slow because the 
hour even then was very late for North­ 
ern Ireland. There were dozens of combi­ 
nations of alternatives that Prim e Minis­ 
ter Edward Heath might propose, and for 
each of them there were a dozen poten­ 
tial objections from the Catholic or the 
Protestant side — usually from both. 
More violence was implicit with every 
objection. 


WHAT HEATH HAS NOW laid down is 
a drastic choice. It dissolves the Stor­ 
mont government, ostensibly for a year, 
perhaps forever. It will free many of the 
Catholics interned without trial as sus-

pects in the guerrilla w arfare whose toll 
af victims is approaching 300 for the past 
three years. It will not, certainly not for 
the time being, let the Protestant m ajori­ 
ty in Northern Ireland be merged against 
its will into the Catholic Irish Republic. 
The provision for a series of periodic 
plebiscites guarantees that. 
Reaction in Ireland has been predicta­ 
ble. Many of the Protestants are appalled 
because they considered Stormont their 
government. The Irish Republican Army 
is hesitant because it would like a North- 
South m erger 
w i t h o u t any intervening 
stages, and even more than that, one 
suspects, it would like some excuse for 
further bloodshed. Those who have ap­ 
proved the London edict as a good faith 
effort to end the bloodshed are the 
nonviolent Catholics and the more re­ 
strained Protestants. 
It is probably more sensible to assess 
what Heath has done in the term s we 
used that rainy day at Stormont thanin 
the more emotional term s flung about 
since the prime m inister acted Anyone 
able to stand off at arm ’s length to look 
at it has to conclude now’ that a complete 
takeover by the British government was 
inevitable. But, contrary to much that 
has been said in the past week, that 
takeover may lead eventually to a North- 
South m erger rather than an indefinite 
prolongation of Northern Ireland’s sepa­ 
rate status — those periodic plebiscites 
notwithstanding. 


FURTHER VIOLENCE is certain The 
release of a sizeable group of internees 
will inspire it. Many of those whose guilt 
may have been m arginal when they were 
arrested no doubt have become sworn 
and tutored bomb-throwers by now. 
But even the IRA, whose killings often 
have seemed pointless, will have a hard 
time justifying further bombing against 
the Protestants when those Protestants 
no longer control the local government. It 
is the British who will be officially to 
blame for every wrong from now on. And 
the nonviolent Catholics will see that in 
the long run the British presence must 
work to their advantage. 
The main reason is that it removes the 
bitterest issues, both within Northern 
Ireland and between North and South, 
from the arena of local politics. It is not 
fair to say that the Catholics in the North 
have been officially persecuted by the 
majority Stormont government, at least 
not lately — that is the widespread belief 
in America, but in fact myriad reforms 
have been put into effect since 1968. Yet 
discrimination rem ains, and now London 
will be able to move affirm atively 
against it wihout the local politicians’ 
fear that every move toward reform will 
mean defeat at the ballot box. 


BEYOND THAT, The British will be 
able to exert more credible pressure on 
the Irish Republic to make the fundamen­ 
tal changes in its constitution and laws 
which are absolutely necessary to any 
future merger of the two Irelands. When 
this pressure came from Stormont, ol 
course, it met defiant resistance in the 
South. Offered calm ly from London 
suggestions for ending the Republic’s 
bans on divorce and contraception, and 
for detheologizing the state itself, maj 
stir response just as calm. 
Not soon, of course. The church in the 
Irish Republic is in many ways more old 
fashioned than the Vatican itself. Bu 
when the government/the people and th< 
church hierarchy all see that they car 
live peaceably by their own beliefs with 
out making such matters a concern of th< 
state, the light will begin to glimmer a 
the end of the long tunnel that stretche: 
back to the Middle Ages. We can all hop<

Higher and Higher Taxes, 
Less And Less Evaluation 


Here are a few lines from one of 
the letters that I received last 
week: “I am a property owner and 
pay high taxes and my family has 
worked hard on this land for many 
years. Now comes a time when the 
taxes are so high, we would like to 
sell but we haven’t got a thing to 
say, and can't sell it the way we 
would like to or even build on it. 
“We need more men like John 
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In all the furor over the 
recent grand jury report which 
found the equivalent of an ar­ 
rest and citation quota system 
in the Sausalito Police Depart­ 
ment and recommended the 
dismissal of its three top offi­ 
cers, one central fact has 
emerged: the Sausalito City 
Council is perfectly content 
with its police department as is 
and very resentful of any criti­ 
cism of it. While the jury report 
indicated it had other informa­ 
tion not pertaining to the quota 
system that it was turning over 
to the district attorney’s office 
for investigation, the council — 
and particularly Mayor Alexan­ 
der R. Imlay —has shown little 
inclination to know the worst. 
The mayor claims he called 
for an investigation by the jury 
last July (although it is pretty 
well known that several grand 
jurors ware already looking in­ 
to department operations for 
several weeks before the mayor 


decided to ask for a probe). 
Yet from the moment the 
jury’s report came to light, 
Imlay has cast doubt on the 
credibility of the investigators 
he himself asked to “ clear the 
air.” 


UNDERSTANDABLY, the 
Sausalito City Council does not 
want to kill the goose that lays 
the golden eggs, the bird that 
this year provided the money 
for nearly 13 per cent of the 
city’s budget. 


Of a current budget of $1.7 
million, Sausalito has estimated 
that a whopping $197,000 will 
come from vehicle code viola­ 
tions, parking and other fines. 
A quick glance at Marin’s 
other 11 cities, their total budg­ 
ets and estimated revenues 
from fines, will show quite 
clearly why Sausalito official­ 
dom is content with the status 
quo in its police. Sausalito. for 
example, last year collected 


one-third of all traffic fines 
collected in Marin. 
Sausalito politicians will be 
quick to point out that it is not 
an ordinary city of 6,000, that, 
its population swells to 30,000 on 
some week ends. But San Ra­ 
fael, which has 38,000 popula­ 
tion all year round, only esti­ 
mates its revenues from fines 
and penalties this year at $55,- 
000. 


Mill Valley, with a $2.3 mil­ 
lion budget (and twice Sausali- 
to’s population) projected it 
would collect $27,000 in fines. 
Figures from other cities show 
just how far out Sausalito’s 
revenues from this source are: 
Corte Madera, 9.421 people, $1.2 
million budget, $15,000 in fines; 
Larkspur. 7,900 population, $1 
million budget. $23,000 from 
fines; Novato. 28,593 people, 
$2.6 million budget, $29,000 in 
fines. 


THERE IS LITTLE doubt 
Sausalito needs the money, but 
what price are its residents 
paying for the padded reve­ 
nues? As the fourth smallest 
city in Marin, it boasts the 
fourth largest city budget in the 
county, behind only San Rafael, 
Novato and Mill Valley. And 
San Rafael, Novato and Mill 
Valley, with their larger popu­ 
lations and more extensive gov­ 
ernmental functions, are the 
only cities with more fulltime 
employees than Sausalito's 75 
(big Novato has 79). 
Corte Madera has 47 employ­ 
ees, Fairfax (7,703 persons) has 


28, Larkspur has 48. and San 
Anselmo (population 12.401) has 
60. 
Is it possible Sausalito city 
fathers not only prefer to look 
the other way on the arrest 
quota system, but set the policy 
for such a system themselves 
after wrestling with budgets for 
a few years? That would make 
sense. Perhaps the grand jury 
was investigating the wrong 
group.

That’s right, 35 
pages of schedules and instruc­ 
tions comprise the Federal Es­ 
tate Tax Return.

There is a little known in­ 
come tax deduction that is fre­ 
quently overlooked.

If inflation and dollar deval­ 
uation have upset your plans 
for taking the family to Europe 
this summer, don’t give up. 
You may yet be able to take the 
trip and still keep within your 
budget — if you make it a 
camping trip. 
You can tour Europe for as 
little as $26 a day, plus food, of 
course, in a Tourmobile for 
four. 
Plus hotel service, no. But 
you won’t be roughing it either. 
Europe abounds in camps. 
You may camp by a lakeside 
in Switzerland and look up at 
the Alps. On the French or the 
Italian riviera. In the chateau 
country of France. By the fa­ 
bled Rhine. At Stratford-on- 
Avon in Shakespeare land. On 
the Costa Brava or on a Greek 
island. 
Some cam ps have restau­ 
rants, shopping centers, beauty 
parlors, news stands, laundries. 
Others may be located by the 
seashore where you can go 
snorkeling, swimming, or sail­ 
ing. Many camps have televi­ 
sion. Some have a repair me­ 
chanic on the premises. 
Or you can get away from it 
all at some more isolated spot. 
The charge per day at camp­ 
sites is low —possibly $1.25 or 
$1.50 depending on how many 
are in your party. Rates vary. 
How can you find these 
cam ps? There are various 
camping guides available. One 
of the newest and most up-to- 
date is available through the 
American Automobile Associa­ 
tion. It lists more than 1.500 
campsites in 27 countries, in­ 
cluding the Soviet Union. 
This compact publication is 
the work of the Auto Club of 
Italy in collaboration with the 
Federation of International 
Automobile Associations. It in­ 
cludes a map of each country 
with the location of camps, 
indicated by number and keyed 
to a directory which lists the 
facilities available at each 
camp. 


The AAA, which for many 
years has made arrangements 
for car rentals abroad, now is 
in a position to arrange for the 
rental of camping vehicles.

After you make up your mind 
where you want to go on your 
trip, act quickly. Camping vehi­ 
cles are in great demand and 
are in relatively short supply, 
due to the fact that dealers do 
not carry a large fleet of vehi­ 
cles which are used only sea­ 
sonally. 
The fee mentioned — $26 a 
day — for the Eurocamper 
Tourmobile Volkswagen in­ 
cludes mileage and passenger 
insurance. You may pick it up 
in Weisbaden, Germany. 
If you want something more 
roomy and luxurious, you can 
rent a six-berth motor home, 
with bathroom, shower, flush 
toilet, hot and cold running 
water, refrigerator, oven with 
three-burner stove, carpeting, 
and other amenities. 
This will cost you about $375 
a week while traveling in Eng­ 
land where these particular 
caravans are based. If you 
want the camper for travel on 
the Continent, the rate will be 
$413 a week — including insur­ 
ance and unlimited mileage. 
Delivery and collection charges 
are additional. 
Other, less costly models are 
also available. You may rent a 
small camper for as little as 
$138 a week for travel in Eng­ 
land, or about $155 a week for 
use on the Continent, under the 
same conditions. 
These smaller vehicles have 
accommodations for four and 
are equipped with a two-burner 
stove, refrigerator, plus neces­ 
sary equipment and linens. 
All rates which have been 
quoted are for the peak tourist 
months of July and August. 
Spring and fall rates are lower. 
There is also a discount for 
long-term hire.

The Spinnaker Offers 
Top Dish 
Of Finnan Haddie Among Entrees 


It happens that I have a 
fondness for finnan haddie. 
So where do you go for good 
finnan haddie in Marin9 To the 
Spinnaker in Sausalito. It’s one 
of this restaurant’s a la carte 
specialties. You can get it there 
for lunch or dinner. 
Now it's quite possible that 
you and a lot of other people 
don’t care for finnan haddie 
quite as much as I do. But I 
also like the Spinnaker, and I 
think you will, too. 
I guess it is what you would 
call one of Marin’s “proper" 
restaurants. By that I mean 
you don’t go there dressed too 
casually, although there is ab­ 
solutely nothing stuffy about it. 
It’s the kind of place that shows 
off the county well to tourists - 
or for that matter to anyone 
else who likes good food, a nice 
atmosphere and a superb view 
in every direction up to about 
310 degrees around the com­ 
pass. Belvedere, Angel Island, 
the East Bay, the Bay Bridge, 
San Francisco Bay and San 
Francisco’s skyline, towers of 
the Golden Gate Bridge, Rich­ 
ardson Bay, Mount Tamalpais 
— and Sausalito itself. 
You’re not just next to the 
water. You’re on it. 
The Spinnaker’s complete 
dinners, served from 5 to 10 
p.m. (Sundays from 2 to 10), are 
priced from $4.75 to $8.55. But 
that last is for boneless royal 
squab which will linger longer 
in your memory than the price 
you paid for it. 
Go there almost any night 
and you’ll find its tables well 


filled Also the cocktail lounge, 
which is a favorite rendezvous 
for many. Make reservations 
for dinner. There’s a better 
chance you’ll get one of those 
tables more quickly. 
Go there for lunch and you’ll 
enjoy all the aforementioned 
sights by the light of day. Or go 
for brunch on Saturday, Sunday 
or on a holiday. 
Save ahead for a splurge 
here, if necessary. It’s cheaper 
than going to Hawaii or Acapul­ 
co. And when you come right 
down to it, the view is probably 
better. Probably the food, too. 


MOST AFICIANADO S of Ori­ 
ental food usually prefer to use 
chopsticks when eating it. 
Much as I try, I have never 
been very skillful in handling 
them, due to an accident to my 
hand in my early youth. So I 
have to content myself with 
knife and fork. No chance to 
appear as "a man of the world" 
in a Japanese or Chinese res­ 
taurant. But I haven't noticed 
that this impairs in any way 
my enjoyment of the bite-size 
morsels set before me. 
Until recently, those Marin- 
ites who enjoyed eating Japa­ 
nese food (with or without chop­ 
sticks) had 
to go to San 
Francisco or somewhere else in 
indulge themselves. No more. 
The Fujiyama Restaurant at 
2130 Fourth Street on the San 
Rafael Miracle Mile has al­ 
ready started making a few 
changes in their habits. It 
hasn't reduced the bridge traf­ 
fic — simply altered it, for

some of those people crossing 
the bay are now cruising in this 
direction to try out the Fujiya­ 
ma. 
This is already a busy place 
on weekends — particularly on 
Saturday nights when Atsuko 
Nakamura comes over from 
San Francisco to play music 
which sometimes resembles 
that of Mozart on the koto, 
which sometimes sounds like a 
harpsichord. She is a fine musi­ 
cian and you don’t have to be 
Japanese to appreciate her tal­ 
ent. 
Dinners, of course, are the 
best test of Japanese food. If 
you are not acquainted with it, 
make up a party of four or 
more, with each one ordering a 
different entree. Do a little 
swapping between chopsticks 
and you'll know what you like 
best on your next trip. Dinners 
are served from 5:30 to 9 p.m. 
Tuesdays through Sundays. 
Closed Mondays. 
But another way to improve 
your education in Japanese 
viands is to try the Fujiyama at 
lunch time, which is from noon 
to 2 p m 
Tuesdays through 
Fridays There is a larger selec­ 
tion here than you would antici­ 
pate — about six special dishes 
priced from $1.35 to $1.60; four 
“ Meals in a Bowl” from $1.70 to 
$1.90; and I think 11 a la carte 
entrees from $2.50 to $3.25. The 
latter group also includes a 
combination lunch at $2.75. 


Dieters can do well at the 
Fujiyama, eating sumptuously 
and not worrying about having 
to cut down on the next meal’s 
calories. 


ONE OF THE Y E A R ’S busi­ 
est days for restaurants is 
Easter Sunday. 
If you plan on dining out this 
Sunday, recommendations are 
advised, even though you will 
find many places open. Most 
restaurants regularly open on 
Sundays will be open day after 
tomorrow.

Dinner service starts at 4 p.m.

Housing Policy Out O f General Plan 


Complaints turned to ap­ 
plause last night when the 
Corte Madera Planning Com­ 
mission pulled low and moder­ 
ate income housing require­ 
ments out of the proposed 
housing statement to the town’s 
general plan. 
Zoning administrator William 
G. McBride said the overflow 
audience which had arrived 
leery of any housing element at 
all gave the commission a 
standing ovation after most of 
their demands were met. 
Commissioner David I. Freed 
said, “ It was just a pretty spicy 
time. It turned into a real 
political rally. Candidate Tom 
(I. Thomas) Zaragoza took the 
floor for about 20 minutes going 
through each statement of the 
housing element and giving his 
personal opinion as to its mer­ 
its.” 


Freed said Ralph Higgins, 
who has fought the housing 
element since November, ac­ 
cused him of conflict of interest 
for sitting on the housing com- 


mittee which recommended the 
element, then on the planning 
commission to approve it. 
But 
apparently everyone 
went away pleased “ I think we 
hammered out a very good type 
of housing proposal,” Zaragoza 
said.

units of the Meadowsweet Sta­ 
tion Development, McBride 
said.

Mass Heart 


Tests Near 


STANFORD (UPD-A group 
of Stanford University School of 
Medicine scientists today said 
they are developing a computer 
system able to diagnose heart 
disease in mass screening of 
the country’s population. 
The team is headed by Dr. 
Jobst von der Groeben, a pro­ 
fessor of anesthesia and medi­ 
cine. 
“ Our basic goal is to develop 
a research-validated, fully-auto­ 
mated method to conduct mass 
screening of the population as 
to cardiovascular risk,” he 
said. 
Von der Groeben said compu­ 
terized diagnosis and screening 
could help prolong or save the 
lives of many potential victims. 
Heart disease, a leading cause 
of death in the United States, 
kills more than 600,000 persons 
in the country annually. 
The system involves a pre­ 
processing digital computer 
and a larger computer which 
undertakes the analysis. 
The cardiologist began accu­ 
mulating data for the project in 
1969 when his team recorded 
the electrocardiograms (EKG) 
of 1,180 volunteers in Modesto, 
Calif. 
Each volunteer was also giv­ 
en a physical examination and 
blood test. Two months ago, the 
team returned to Modesto and 
tested 1,400 volunteers, includ­ 
ing 800 of the original group.

SACRAMENTO (UPI>-State 
officials hope the first 4.500 
California welfare recipients 
will be on the job in May and 
June under Gov. Ronald Re­ 
agan’s already delayed work- 
for-it-or-lose-it public aid pro­ 
gram. 
Welfare rights attorneys, 
meantime, are filing a last- 
ditch protest with the Nixon 
administration and are prepar­ 
ing to challenge the experimen­ 
tal new “ California Community 
Work Experience Program” in 
court. 
The vanguard of able- 
bodied recipients of Aid to 
Families with Dependent Chil­ 
dren (AFDC) will undergo train­ 
ing for regular permanent jobs 
and actually work for state and 
county governments in ex­ 
change for their welfare grants. 
Others later may be assigned 
to work for nonprofit organiza­ 
tions such as Red Cross. Work­ 
ing for private industry is pro­ 
hibited. 
“ During the first two months, 
the goal is to put 4,500 people 
into program projects,” said 
state Social Welfare Director 
Robert B Carleson. “ This will 
depend on the Human Re­ 
sources Development Depart­ 
ment and the counties being 
able to gear up for it.” 
When Reagan announced Nix­ 
on administration approval of 
the California experiment ear­ 
lier in the month, he said its 
implementation would start 
April 1. 
But the California Welfare 
Rights Organization (CWRO) 
and 
the 
National 
Welfare 
Rights Organization obtained a 
federal court order which had 
the effect of blocking imple­ 
mentation until May 1. The two 
groups want to file objections to 
the plan with the Department of 
Health, Education and Welfare. 
The program will involve 58,- 
000 recipients in 35 California 
counties who will sign up for 56 
types of community service 
tasks ranging from clerical 
aides, to janitor, to sign mainte­ 
nance helper and schoolyard 
monitor. Most will be unem­ 
ployed fathers. 
During the first full year, 
about 30,000 will receive work 
assignments and be required to 
work up to 80 hours a month or 
lose their welfare grants. 


Richard Malcolm, a deputy to 
Carleson, said officials hope 
that Alameda, Fresno, Kern, 
Madera. Orange, San Luis Obis­ 
po and Santa Barbara counties 
will be the first to implement 
the three-year experiment. 
Malcolm and Peter Rank, a 
deputy director of Human Re­ 
sources Development, said that 
so far local officials have been 
“ enthusiastic” about the idea. 
“ We have received no nega­ 


tive responses from our con­ 
tacts with the counties,” Rank 
said. 
He added no local officials 
have voiced concern about the 
work productivity of welfare 
recipients and noted that 80 
hours constitutes only half the 
normal work month. Recipients 
theoretically would spend the 
other 80 hours in search of 
regular full-time employment. 
“ The objective is to get them 


Riles Launches Drive 


For Quake-Proof Funds 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) -State 
schools chief Wilson Riles today 
opened a statewide campaign 
for a $350 million bond issue to 
make California schools earth­ 
quake-proof by warning its de­ 
feat could leave one million 
schoolchildren “ with nowhere 
to go.” 
Riles told a news conference 
the funds are “ urgently” need­ 
ed for 221 local school districts 
with classrooms ruled structur­ 
ally unsafe by state earthquake 
standards. 
The bond issue, which has the 
support of Gov. Ronald Reagan 
and top legislative leaders, is 
on the June ballot. 
“ Failure to pass Prop. 2,” 
Riles said, “ may well leave one 
million California schoolchild­ 
ren with nowhere to go, or in 
classrooms so overcrowded that 
good education will be impossi­ 
ble,” Riles said. 
The bond issue will provide 
$250 million through state loans 
to 221 school districts in 54 
counties for the replacement or 
rehabilitation of nearly 1,600 
buildings adjudged unsafe by 
earthquake safety standards of 
the Field Act. 
Another $100 million would be 
provided for the continued fi­ 
nancing of school building con­ 
struction in rapid growth dis­ 
tricts where bond debt capacity 
has reached its limit. 
Riles appeared at the news 
conference kicking off the bond 
issue campaign with Samuel B. 
Stewart of San Francisco, state 
chairman of Californians for 
Quake-Safe Schools and senior 
vice-chairman of the board of 
Bank of America. 


“ My honest assessment is 
that the bond issue will be 
approved,” Stewart said. “ But 
it will not pass if there is 
complacency about it.” 
Riles said that the school 
buildings presently below the 
state earthquake safety stan­ 
dards must he rebuilt, replaced 
or abandoned by 1975. “ Our 
concern is for the children now 
in those buildings,” he said. 
Stewart said the bond issue, if 
approved, would make avail­ 
able “ low-cost” state loans to 
districts needing them, but that 
the money will have to be paid 
back. 
“ All loans will be on a match­ 
ing fund basis so that local 
district particpation is as­ 
sured,” Stewart said, adding 
that districts not requiring 
earthquake safety loans will not 
be involved in bond repayment. 
Riles said. “ We all know that 
another major earthquake is 
not only a possibility in Califor­ 
nia, but its occurrence is only a 
matter of time. We must give 
our children school buildings 
that will be able to withstand 
the inevitable shock.”

The “ vast majority” of work 
activities will he government 
agencies but the welfare recipi­ 
ents will not be taken aboard to 
displace regular workers, Rank 
said. Some will even help ad­ 
minister the program. 


“ Our department certainly 
will use program participants,” 
Rank said. “ Recipients will 
help place others in the pro­ 
gram.” 
The California Welfare Rights 
Organization has condemned 
the project as “ involuntary ser- 
\ itude” and plans to file a 
lawsuit to block it in April. A 
CWRO spokesman said there is 
little doubt that the Nixon ad­ 
ministration will heed its objec­ 
tions to the plan. 


African Passenger 
Train Derailed

(UPD—A 
passenger train filled with Afri­ 
cans derailed near Potgeiters- 
rus, 136 miles north of Johan­ 
nesburg today, a spokesman for 
railways headquarters said. 
At least 32 Africans were 
killed and 135 injured, the 
spokesman said. Railway police 
said they found “ signs of sabo­ 
tage” at the wreckage site, but 
would not elaborate.

U.S. Position Shaky 
On European Economy

PARIS -— The United States 
and Western Europe, allies 
across the Atlantic for the past 
quarter century, have entered a 
critical and delicate period in 
their relationship with each oth­ 
er. 


No responsible observer 
cares to forecast disaster But 
the danger of an unwanted and 
largely unconscious drift into 
an adversary relationship 
seems alarmingly real to a 
number of senior officials who 
have been tending transatlantic 
ties for most of their active 
careers. 
“ It’s easy to put out mother­ 
hood type statements,” says 
Robert Schaetzel, the immense­ 
ly able United States Ambassa­ 
dor to the European Communi­ 
ties in Brussels. “ What worries 
me are the ‘but’ clauses that 
follow them — on both sides of 
the Atlantic.” 
The newspapers, as a matter 
of fact, are full of these ‘but’ 
clauses. On the European side: 
"Our fundamental security in­ 
terests coincide with those of 
the United States, but . . .” 
Then follow attacks on alleged 
American lack of fiscal disci­ 
pline, on nonconvertible dollars 
flooding Europe, on American 
corporations buying up or 
squeezing out their European 
competitors. 
On the American side: “ Of 
course we favor a united Eu­ 
rope, but . . . ” The Europeans 
are selfish, they think only of 
their own interests, they are not 


appreciative enough of the se­ 
curity burden or the key cur­ 
rency role the United States has 
assumed for so many post war 
years. 
“ If the United States with­ 
draws any substantial portion 
of its troops now in Europe,” a 
high official of the North Atlan­ 
tic Treaty Organization said 
flatly. “ NATO will he finished.” 
Far from frightening the Euro­ 
pean members of NATO into 
stepping up their own defense 
efforts, this official felt, such a 
move would only lead to mutual 
recrim ination 
and 
to 
a 
stampede by the Europeans to 
cut their own defense costs — 
at the very moment when the 
prospect of serious disarma­ 
ment talks with the Soviet Un­ 
ion requires that the West 
maintain a maximum bargain­ 
ing position by keeping lip a 
believable defense shield. 
The serious frictions between 
the United States and Western 
Europe are all in the economic 
field. At the political level, sen­ 
ior officials are convinced, 
there is good understanding be­ 
tween the leaders of the most 
important countries concerned 
President Nixon, Prime Min­ 
ister Edward Heath. Chancellor 
Willy Brandt, President Pompi­ 
dou. 
But in the economic field, 
despite the Washington agree­ 
ments last December devaluing 
the dollar and fixing new pari­ 
ties for most of the world’s 
major currencies, there is deep 
uneasiness in Europe that the 
United States has not shown 
sufficient determination to 


tighten its own bootstraps and 
that a new dollar crisis may be 
around the corner. 
Wednesday the dollar weak­ 
ened in European markets in 
the wake of news that the 
United States trade deficit in 
February was the second high­ 
est in history. 
“ We've run out of gas,” said 
Treasury Undersecretary Paul 
Volcker here Tuesday. “ Who 
will be the United States of the 
1970’s — who will be willing to 
run the deficits in the 1970’s 
that we did in the ’50’s, and 
W s ? " 
In the meantime, the United 
States faces presidential elec­ 
tions in November. France and 
West Germany have parliamen­ 
tary elections coming up next 
year. 
Britain is preoccupied with 
Northern Ireland and with the 
details of joining the enlarged 
European Economic Commu­ 
nity. On both sides of the Atlan­ 
tic, domestic preoccupations 
dominate. 
For instance, Washington’s 
effort to get better access to 
European markets for its own 
agricultural products has both 
domestic and international im­ 
plications. This year there is 
little question that domestic 
considerations will have priori­ 
ty the administration needs 
the farm vote. 
The same kind of calculation 
goes on in Europe. Irritations in 
the economic lield can quickly 
spread into the security field, 
and what many officials here 
fear is that Congress may rath­ 
er easily find itself in the mood 
to pass some new version of 
Sen. Mike Mansfiald’s resolu­ 
tion calling for the partial with­ 
drawal of American troops 
from Europe.

Wrap-Method Rap Tips 
Given By Manufacturers 


With roasting wrap — a new­ 
comer to oven cookery — some 
special precautions are advised 
by manufacturers in using the 
roast-in-the-wrap method. 
Twist ends of the wrap tightly 
and turn them to prevent juices 
from leaking into the roasting 
pan. More liquid will accumu­ 
late in the bag than in open 
oven roasting — up to two 
quarts. 
Always sprinkle on table­ 
spoon of flour on the wrap 
before placing the meat on it. 
That will reduce chances of 
splattering and popping of hot 
grease in the oven. 
Always place the wrapped 
meat in a pan large and deep 
enough to contain all the meat 
and any juices that may es­ 
cape. The large pan prevents 
any grease that may escape

Advantages of roasting inside 
the wrap is that the method 
retains the m eat’s natural 
juices and meat can be cooked 
faster and at a higher tempera­ 
ture because of the wrap. 


When Unwanted 
Child Is Bom 


An unwanted child is born 
when an abortion is denied, 
according to a psychiatrist, Dr. 
Carol Nadelson of Harvard 
Medical School. 


Doctor Nadelson, who is on 
the staff at Beth Israel Hospital 
in Boston, has told her medical 
colleagues that only the woman 
should decide whether to termi­ 
nate a pregnancy. Her opinion 
is based on a study in Sweden, 
where 120 children, born after 
their mothers were refused 


therapeutic abortions, were 
paired with a control group of 
similar but wanted children. 
After 21 years the unlonged-for 
children showed evidence of 
psychiatric illness, crime, alco­ 
holism and public dependence 
to a much greater degree than 
the wanted children. 


Another study of 213 unwant­ 
ed children showed many physi- 
cal and mental impairments.

Engagement 
Of Wilhemina 
Korell Told

The black woman had been placed in the 
small, private hospital by her white physician 
who had performed m ajor abdominal surgery 
on her. During her stay in the hospital, where 
the small staff was all white, she received the 
very minimum of treatm ent from the nursing 
staff. 
When her doctor was on the scene, the 
nurses were all smiles. But the minute he left 
the hospital, they resumed their ----------------- 
cold, indifferent tre a tm e n t 
Such details as the daily back 
rub prescribed for nonambula­ 
tory patients, were omitted for 
her, while the white woman in 
the next bed, who had under­ 
gone a sim ilar operation, re­ 
ceived a back rub daily. Noth­ 
ing was said, but somehow, the 
nurses just never “ touched” the 
black woman. 
Several white readers have 
w ritten describing incidents 
where they were hostilely treat­ 
ed by black nurses -— nurses 
who made it perfectly clear 
they did not like white people. 
The nursing profession (the 
entire medical profession for 
that m atter) is probably one of 
the saddest places for racist 


attitudes to surface because pa­ 
tients are incapacitated and at 
the mercy of these Florence 
Nightingales in white. 


WHAT I find interesting and 
even 
am using, 
although 
I 
wouldn’t have dared to verbal­ 
ize while I was in the hospital 
and at the “disposal” of these 
“ sympathetic healers of m an­ 
kind” , is the strictly outlined 
and revered m ilitary hierarchy 
that exists among the nurses. 
This arm y in white is probably 
one of the most racially inte­ 
grated armies. Nursing, like 
teaching, has long been one of 
the “ sa fe ” professions for 
blacks to go into. Consequently, 
there are many black nurses. 


When the doctors are on the 
scene, these women exude dedi­ 
cation and concern. But when 
.they’re on th eir own, rank 
surges to the fore and the 
m ilitary maneuvers begin. 


Granted, when you’re sick, 
your ability to judge the hospi­ 
tal environment may be limit­ 
ed, but the nurses, and how 
they service you, can make or 
break your hospital stay. 
From the get-go, there are 
some nurses and aides who just 
shouldn't be. Their dislike and 
distaste of the job are more 
than obvious. 


On the other hand, there are 
some really fantastic nurses — 
those who actually live up to 
the television soap opera image 
of women in white. 


IF ONE’S hospital stay is 
extensive enough, he begins to 
hear the constant talk between 
and about the nurses — the 
intrigue of who’s doing, or not 
doing, what. The enlisted men 
(nurses aides) have little posi­ 
tive to say about the sergeants 
(LVNs), and they (the se r­ 


geants) in turn have little posi­ 
tive to say about the brass 
(RNs). 


From a lowly patient's point 
of view it seems that those 
nurses with the most creden­ 
tials do the least amount of 
actual work. The brass give out 
medications in tiny white cups 
(weight, nil), while the enlisted 
force lift patients, give baths 
and enemas and clean up re­ 
gurgitated lunch, jobs which 
require some expertise in psy­ 
chology and anatomy. 


But what duties one can per­ 
form are based upon one’s cre­ 
dentials. After having the edu­ 
c a tio n a l re q u ire m e n ts fo r 
receiving credentials on each 
level of nursing — RN, LVN 
and nurses aide — carefully 
explained, I still have one ques­ 
tion. Who has “ credentials” to 
put down the sides of those 
doggone beds — when a patient 
is in a hurry and been told by 
the doctor not to leap over the 
bars? Since every duty is so 
clearly specified, I wish they 
would add this detail to the 
nursing manual.

Sometimes Women Must Cry 
Out For Marriage 'Rights' 


I-J Special Report 
NEW YORK - Most women 
feel they must act “dependent” 
to make their m arriages work, 
according to Dr. Alexandra Sy- 
monds. but deep down it makes 
them pretty angry. 
Dr. Symonds is an assistant 
professor at New York Univer­ 
sity's College of Medicine and a 
staff psychiatrist at the Karen 
Hornev Clinic. 
Although Dr. Symonds notes 
that dependency in itself is not 
negative, it becomes neurotic, 
she says, “ when the individual 
denies his own needs and relin­ 
quishes his own best interests 
out of fear and anxiety.” This 
happens frequently in m a r­ 
riage, she maintains, and it’s 
usually the woman who does 
the relinquishing. 
It all begins early in child­ 
hood, 
the psychiatrist points 
out, when boys are encouraged 
to be self-assertive while girls 
are not. “Those girls who do 
a sse rt th em selv es,” Dr. Sy­ 
monds points out, “ are made to 
feel aggressive and masculine 
and they generally react with 
guilt.” Yet the distinction m ust 
be made between self-assertion 
and aggression. 
Dr. Symonds describes self- 
assertion as “ a moving toward 
something in one’s own behalf,” 
and aggression as “ a hostile act 
against other people.” When 
they’re confused with each oth­ 
er, a woman who tries to act in 
her own behalf can be m ade to 
feel she's acting against some­ 
one else’s interests, she said. 


THE PSYCHIATRIST be­ 
lieves that one of the “ worst 
influences” on a woman is the 
insistence that she find a boy­ 


friend early in life and get 
married, or else she won’t be 
considered “ feminine,” and in­ 
stead, “ not h u m a n .” Thus, 
while adolescent boys are de­ 
veloping their own interests and 
identities, she observes, adoles­ 
cent girls are devoting all their 
energies to tracking down a 
husband. “ Most girls who do 
m arry.’’ Dr. Symonds pointed 
out, 
“ have given so little 
thought to their own develop­ 
ment, they must live vicarious­ 
ly through their husbands and 
children.” 


WOMEN WHO deny th eir 
own self-interests in this way, 
build up a tremendous sense of 
“ im potent and unconscious” 
rage, the doctor declares. Since 
they can’t express this rage 
openly 
w ithout threatening 
their m arriage, “ they always 
appear loving and kind on the 
surface, but express their anger 
indirectly in various w ays.” 
They can become sniping, spite­ 
ful or malicious people. They 
can develop psychosomatic ail­ 
ments and phobias. Some may 
become resentful mothers, di­ 
recting their anger at their 
children. 
When the children eventually 
grow up and leave home, Dr. 
Symonds declares, the m ature 
women, having seen themselves 
exclusively as wives and moth­ 
ers —are confronted with an 
identity crisis their male con­ 
tem poraries faced 20 years ear­ 
lier. Many feel so useless at 
this time, she says, they be­ 
come frightened and quite de­ 
pressed. The psychiatrist has 
treated quite a few w ho’ve 
sought out psychotherapy. 
Those who are “ fairly well 


put-together,” Dr. Symonds re­ 
ports, realize that since they no 
longer have the anxieties and 
responsibilities of child care 
and don't have to be home at a 
certain hour, “ they can begin to 
make their lives more interest­ 
ing.” They go back to work, 
back to school or get involved 
in activities. Some, she says, 
are “ fantastic” and start new 
careers for themselves. Many 
tell her “ they’ve never been so 
happy in their lives.”

It said grapes, raisins, wal­ 
n u ts, alm onds, F ree sto n e 
peaches, plums and nectarines 
were damaged in varying de­ 
grees up to total loss in some 
orchards. 
In the Porterville-Shafter re­ 
gion, frost damage to grapes

was generally light but heavy 
losses were reported in some 
vineyards. Tree fruit damage in 
the area was “relatively light,” 
the department said.

The department said frost 
damage to wine grapes in the 
Napa-Sonoma county area was 
light because growth there was 
in the early stages. 


Pears and wine grapes suf­ 
fered m oderate dam age in 
Lake and Mendocino counties, 
with pears hardest hit n the 
Potter and Ukiah valleys and 
near Kelseyville. 


Plum orchards in the Loomis 
area of Placer County and pear 
orchards in the Camino area of 
El Dorado County suffered 
“ considerable damage,” the re­ 
port said.

Red Measles

She said so far this year the 
outbreak of six red measles 
cases in Marin is slight com­ 
pared to the first three months 
last year when 17 cases were 
reported. 


However, she w arned, the 
measles epidemic in Los Ange­ 
les and Riverside counties 
could work its way north. 
Not to be confused with Ru­ 
bella, or German measles, com­

He's Bringing Back The Good Old (Flying) Days 


By MARC \U R R E 
The Wright Brothers at Kitty 
Hawk couldn’t be sure of suc­ 
cess, but a group of Marin 
weekend craftsmen, working on 
much the same project, are 
confident. 


They’re patiently sawing, 
sanding and hammering their 
way toward the day — in most 
cases years hence — when they 
can climb into their creation, 
roar down a runway and take to 
the air.

James R. Carter, of Mill Val­ 
ley, started work on his dream 
airplane, a three-quarter size 
P-51 Mustang, five years ago, 
and he figures he’s about two- 
thirds finished. 
An aeronautical engineer, the 
46-year-old Carter is one of 
more than 15 airplane builders 
in the county who belong to the 
Experimental Aircraft Associa­ 
tion. a national group head­ 
quartered in Wisconsin. 
In promoting experim ental 
airplanes, the club is offering 
“seat-of-the-pants” flying both 
to pilots who never knew it. and 
to men who did and miss it. 
Carter flew a P-51 Mustang 
during World War II and in the 
Korean War, and said many 
other members of the club have 
been flying for a long time. 
One, he said, is a check pilot in 
a 747 jet, but flys a little 
biplane w’hich he built on week­ 
ends. 
Carter is building his plane, 
(at his home and at a rented 
Mill Valley studio) he said, be­ 
cause, “ if I wasn't going to 
build it, I couldn’t afford to buy 
it. If I could buy it, I couldn't 
afford to maintain it.” 
But it takes work. 
C arter, a bachelor, finds 
plane building an all-consuming 
interest, and estimates that he 
has spent 9.000 hours on me­ 
chanical drawings for this 
plane in the past few years. 
Although his airplane looks 
like a smaller version of a P-51, 
he has incorporated many of 
his own designs in the internal 
structure — all of which had to 
be mapped out painstakingly on 
paper before the actual work 
began. 
In his landing gear assembly 
alone, he said, he used 88 draw­ 
ings. 
He is molding his airplane 
out of a fiberglass-like plastic, 
and has to make the molds 
himself. He plans to use a 
highly modified Chevrolet V-8 
engine. 
How' much has it cost him? 
“ I’ve got envelopes I stick 
receipts in, but I don’t even 
know,” he said. “I guess now I 
don’t w'ant to know.”

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Novato Hopefuls All Agree 
Holding The Line On Taxes

Novato City Council candi­ 
dates yesterday offered varia­ 
tions on the theme of holding 
the line on taxes. 
Nine of the 11 candidates in 
the April 11 municipal election 
talked at a Novato Chamber of 
C om m erce luncheon about 
ways to provide city services 
without raising taxes. 
(Anthony M. Gullotta, assist­ 
ant county elections officer, and 
Donald Richards, school dis­ 
trict personnel director, were 
absent.) 
The parks and recreation de­ 
partment drew fire from two 
candidates and was defended 
by candidate Geoffrey J. By wa­ 
ter Jr., a recreation commis­ 
sioner. 
Daniel P. Donovan, attorney 
and pharmacist, said the recre­ 
ation commission’s proposal to 
earm ark $100,000 toward pur­ 
chase of the O’Hair property, 
Sutro Avenue and Novato Bou­ 
levard, “would be an unwise 
expenditure of public funds that 
should go for more urgent 
community needs.” 
The way to operate within the 
current tax rate is to set priori­ 
ties, Donovan said. “I don’t 
think the recreation department 
has to provide all our recrea­ 
tion, and if we have to cut, 
that’s one place,” he said. 
Carlos M. Newton, a con­ 
struction firm partner, criti­ 
cized the recreation department 
for spending money on “yoga 
classes, baby sitting classes 
and dog training.” 
As for the recreation commis­ 
sion’s proposal for a 30-cent 
override tax rate for capital 
im provem ents, Newton said 
“this is an absolute waste.” 
Newton said the city could 
“get better services” within the 
current tax rate and charged 
the public works department 
was “ blowing the money.” 
Bywater said he didn’t be­ 
lieve the parks and recreation 
department has wasted money. 
“They offer an awful lot of 
services, he said. 


He said there could be “ bet­ 
ter coordination” between the 
parks and recreation depart­ 
ment and the Novato Unified 
School District, and that there 
was a need for a large park 
which could accommodate a 
youth center and pool. 
Fred F. Ruegg said taxes 
must be stabilized since “too 
many taxpayers are already at 


the breaking point,” and city 
services should be limited to 
those that can be provided with­ 
in the present tax rate. 


Street reapirs are needed and 
they should be made “as rapid­ 
ly as finances permit,” he said. 


Dorothy P. Young, an attor­ 
ney, said streets must be re­ 
paired and sidewalk improve­ 
ments made in school areas, 
but “there should be another 
bond election” on financing of 
major street improvements. 


She said she would favor 
“ public recreation” rather than 
spending funds for the purchase 
of a “ rural park,” and listed 
the need for a community pool, 
tennis courts and neighborhood 
parks. 


Edward T. Ryken, executive 
director of the Marin County 
Senior Coordinating Council, 
said the tax problem involves 
all other taxing agencies in the 
area. 


To stabilize taxes, the city 
has to “ take an active role in 
coordination of the various tax­ 
ing agencies,” water district, 
fire district, sanitary district, 
etc., Ryken said. 


David Price Jones, an attor­ 
ney, said certain services such 
as police are necessary and the 
police department now has the 
“ bare necessity.”

an airplane so they build it. 
They think it’s cheaper, and it 
might bo. But usually it’s just 
spreading the cost around.” 
He said $1,000 might cover 
the cost of materials for an 
extremely simple airplane, but 
anyone planning to build one 
should figure on spending more. 
Many people give up. “You 
find a lot of ads for half-built 
airplanes,” he said. 


The airplanes are checked by 
the Federal Aviation Agency 
twice during their construction 
and once before their first take­ 
off. Then during the first 50 
hours of operation they are 
restricted to flying in a “safe” 
area so that in case trouble 
arises, only the pilot may be 
hurt. After that, they can go 
anywhere. 


“The safety record has been 
extremely good,” he said. “And 
the workmanship would sur­ 
prise anybody.” Quality is high, 
he said, because of the interest 
and the dedication. “Of course, 
w e’re not building airliners, 


just simple airplanes.” 
Another member of the club, 
Ray W. Foreaker Jr.. of San 
Rafael county director of public 
works, is working on a small 
biplane in his garage. *T want­ 
ed a tu lv aerobatic airplane,” 
he said. “ You couldn’t buy an 
airplrne com m ercially that 
could match this.” 
He, too. cited the high quality 
of construction, but he said it's 
strictly a m atter of pride in 
workmanship rather than a de­ 
sire for safety. “You can be 
pretty sloppy and still meet 
that criteria,” he said. 
He has been building his for 
more than three years and 
hopes to have it finished and fly 
it back to an association con­ 
vention in Oshkosh next sum­ 
mer, flying by day and sleeping 
by night. 
Carter said the association 
welcomes interest and that any­ 
one may attend its meetings, 
held on the last Wednesday of 
the month at 7:30 p.m. at Build­ 
ing 32 on the Santa Rosa Junior 
College campus.

“I think that’s 
reasonable,” he said. 
Jones, an incumbent, defend­ 
ed the city’s street repair pro­ 
gram, financed by a 30-cent 
override tax rate, and said 30 
miles of streets have been over­ 
laid in the past three years. 
John N. Morrison, an invest­ 
ment firm owner, said the city 
could gain revenue without 
raising taxes by better invest­ 
ment of funds. 


He advocated adding to the 
tax rolls by annexing unincor­ 
porated areas adjacent to the 
city which get the benefits of 
city im provem ents such as 
streets and parks, but don’t 
contribute to paying the cost. 
John C. Schoonover, an audit­ 
ing executive, said: “I don’t 
think the improvement of serv­ 
ices should or does automatical­ 
ly increase the tax rate.” 
Schoonover said the need for 
services should be examined 
fully before they are provided. 
“The existing revenues are in­ 
adequate to fund new pro­ 
gram s,” he said. 
Candidates also expressed 
their views on a housing mora­ 
torium, with Donovan, Ruegg, 
Young and Newton strongly op­ 
posed. 
Ryken said he would consider 
approving a moratorium if nec­ 
essary to preserve the “quality 
of life” in the community. “I 
won’t say I ’d vote for or 
against,” he said. “Let me sug­ 
gest a moratorium isn’t beyond 
the realm.” 
M orrison said declaring a 
moratorium in Novato wouldn’t 
have any value unless Marin 
County also declared one in the 
unincorporated area of North 
Marin. 
Jones said he would consider 
a moratorium if bad projects 
started to appear. 
Bywater said he favored a 
moratorium last fall, but “now 
I don’t think we need one.” 
Schoonover said he was op 
posed to the theory that any 
“growth is good in itself,” and 
believed the determination of 
the city’s future should be 
made by residents of the 
community. 
As to the city’s sign ordi­ 
nance, candidates generally be­ 
lieved that it was reasonable, 
but some sections might have 
adverse effects on business and 
the council should work with 
merchants on knotty problems.

Japan Blue Jean 
Sales Up 40 Pet. 


NEW YORK (UPI)—-Blue jean 
sales in Japan jumped 40 per 
cent last year, the Denim Coun­ 
cil reports.

PROVES FALSE 
West opens the deuce of 
spades, East puts up the ten 
and you win with the king. 
Perhaps your instinct is to 
draw trumps immediately — 
but, if so, your instinct has 
played you false. 
If you lead a trump, an oppo­ 
nent will win and lead a spade 
to force out the ace. Now the 
opponents are in position to get 
a spade trick, two hearts and 
the ace of diamonds. These four 
tricks will defeat the contract. 
What can you do to avoid this 
sad fate? 
The trumps can wait. You 
must do something to avoid the 
loss of a spade trick. The sim­ 
plest method is to set up dum­ 
my’s diamonds. 


KNOCK OUT ACE 
At the second trick you must 
knock out the ace of diamonds. 
East returns a spade, and you 
win with the ace. 
Now you lead to a low club to 
dummy’s jack. This puts you in 
position to cash the king of 
diamonds, on which you discard 
the low spades. 
ATTACK TRUMPS 
Only at this stage, after five 
tricks have been played, can 
you afford to lead trumps. You 
expect to draw trumps and 
claim the rest of the tricks with 
trumps and high clubs. 
The point of this sort of hand 
is that you can’t afford to draw 
trumps automatically as soon 
as you gain the lead. Look 
ahead to see if any more urgent 
job is to be done first.

NEW YORK — There’s a small room 
in back of 77th Precinct police station full 
of uniformed black men. They are talking 
and joking together. 
“ Okay, fellas, you want to listen for 
your assignm ents,” says Sgt. Charles 
Batson. “ Patrolm an Lee, Post 17 and 19; 
Patrolm an Morgan Post 1 . . 
Two-by-two the men drift out to patrol 
the streets, alleys, vacant lots, crumbling 
buildings, and subway entrances of Bed­ 
ford Stuvvesant, a high-crime-rate area. 
On the street they look like ordinary 
patrolmen with nightsticks, handcuffs, 
and walkie-talkies. 
But look closer — they carry no guns. 


They are, in fact, concerned black 
citizens who have joined New York 
City's auxiliary police force to do 
something positive about crime in their 
neighborhoods. 


Auxiliary police forces are nationwide, 
and they are increasingly im portant as 
crim e in the streets becomes one of the 
country's most pressing problems. 
New York City has the largest such 
group, with more than 3,000 men and 130 
women. 
It originated under the New 
York State Defense Emergency Act of 
1951 to help the regular police in the 
event of a civil defense emergency. Laws 
have since been passed enabling the 
auxiliaries to operate more regularly, 
under direct police departm ent training 
and supervision. 
Mayor John V. Lindsay, concerned 
about rising crime and the financial 
obstacles to increasing the police force, 
issued a series of orders extending the 
use qf auxiliary police. They are under a 
full * time police officer, Capt. Robert 
Luhri\ and have won hundreds of cita­ 
tions for bravery. 
F ar exam ple, au x iliary P atro lm an 
Robert Goldberg saw three men, one 
arm ed with a revolver, sticking up a gas 
station. When the suspects saw Patrol­ 
m an Goldberg they fled. He put the 
victim in a cab and pursued the man 
with the gun. At the sam e tim e he 
reported the incident via his two-way 
radio. 


When the gunman ran into an apart­ 
ment house, Patrolman Goldberg re­ 
mained outside, blocking his escape, 
until the regular police came and made 
an arrest. 


It was later learned that the holdup 
men were about to shoot their victim 
when Patrolm an Goldberg arrived. 
However, the objective of the auxiliary 
police is not heroics. 
It is also widely recognized that the

mere presence of a uniformed policeman 
can deter a criminal, and Captain Suggs 
has 78 men he can put on the street, 
usually during the high crime period 
between 6 p.m. and midnight. 
His is the largest and perhaps most 
successful unit in New York, but there 
are many others — black, white, Puerto 
R ican, and in teg rated — sca tte re d 
around the city doing excellent work. 


Captain Suggs has been an auxiliary 
policeman for seven years and com­ 
mander of the precinct 77 group for 


three years. When be took over, there 
were only 17 auxiliary patrolmen on 
the precinct. 


Whenever people complained about un- 
sale streets and demand police pro­ 
tection, Captain Suggs replied, “ You go 
home and tell all the men in your house 
that you are tired of being mugged and 
they must do something about it. Tell 
them to join the auxiliary police and help 
protect their own people.” 
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STATE COMMISSIONS 
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From Prunes To Lentils

CHICAGO — For six months, one just- 
elected governor of a medium sized U.S. 
state tried to find out how many agen­ 
cies, boards, commissions, and offices 
his state government possessed. 


He came up with 261 — about 100 more 
than he expected — including a commis­ 
sion on mint (the kind that goes with 
lamb), one on prunes, and a Pea and 
Lentil Commission. 


Now, to alleviate this kind of state 
government maze whLh is faced by 
citi^ehs across the United States, more 
and more states are overhauling and 
stream lining the way they govern. 


Cdpducted with only a modicum of 
fanfare, the efforts add up to one of the 
greatest reorganization efforts in the 
nation’s history, according to the Council 
on State Governments. 


IN PART because of increased com­ 
plexity, as well as election of more 
sophiticated public officials and detailed 
guidelines on federal grants — some 12 
states in the period 1965 to 1971 undertook 
major, departmental restructuring. 
The states — Michigan, Wisconsin, 
Colorado, Florida, Massachusetts, Cali­ 
fornia, Delaware, Maryland, Arkansas, 
Maine, Montana, North Carolina — rep­ 
resent the largest number for any compa­ 
rable period in U.S. history. 


Moreover, according to Dr. George 
Bell, research director of the council 
(headquartered in Lexington. 
Ky.), 
a 
number of additional states now are 
either contemplating reorganization or 
are in the first steps. 


In South Dakota and Idaho an overall 
reorganization is contemplated in the 
next several years. Reorganization also 
is being broached in Louisiana, Georgia, 
Ohio and Kansas. 


AND “THE TREND will surely contin­ 
ue through the nation,” says Dr. Bell. 
The results of this flurry of government 
stream lin in g , political scien tists a re 
quick to point out, mean that state 
government should change fundamental­ 
ly. 
It should be cheaper, as excessive 
duplication, overlapping of agencies, and 
payroll padding are eliminated. 
Unused tax funds promise to be more 
wisely invested as states, through com­ 
puter analysis and budgeting procedures, 
seek out better investment possibilities. 
G overnors and leg islatu res — and 
hence, in the long run, private citizens — 
are gradually wresting greater control 
over the avalanche of adm inistrative 
boards, commission, and agencies that 
has come since the depression. In some 
cases these have become virtually auton­ 
omous fiefdoms, responsive to private 
pressure groups.

more able to perform basic services, 
such as education, highway construction, 
and welfare. 
The main challenge to reorganization 
in the years ahead, says one state 
planner, is “ensuring that special-interest 
groups don’t win control of reorganiza­ 
tion at the expense of the larger public 
interest, and that current reorganization 
efforts will lead to a second step: refine­ 
ment and stream lining.” 
Michigan’s monumental reorganization 
in the early 1960’s is perhaps best known, 
but the problems facing current state 
reorganization efforts are in many ways 
illustrated by Idaho, which last saw 
m ajor restructuring in 1919. 
A constitutional amendment expected 
to be signed by Gov. Cecil E. Andrus 
would m andate no more than 20 state 
agencies. Voters will decide the issue in 
November. 
At present, duplication abounds in ex­ 
ecutive branch agencies. Just to get a 
school bus certified in Idaho requires six 
different state agencies. 


IT WAS GOVERNOR Andrus who 
found the 261 agencies, including the Pea 
and Lentil Commission. Says Joe Welch 
of the Idaho State Planning and Affairs 
Agency, “We even put the Idaho (legal) 
code references to a ‘board’ or ‘commis­ 
sion’ and computer readout. The final 
readout measured 3 feet high in 12 
volumes listing the three words 3,600 
times. That’s the immensity of the prob­ 
lem in Idaho.” 
Among other things Idaho government 
officials were stunned to find that one 
board — the state Board of Eugenics — 
had the power to order sterilization of 
people. 
In the area of agriculture alone there 
are 53 agencies, boards, or commissions 
including such diverse independent com­ 
modity commissions as the Mint Com­ 
mission and a Bean Commission. 
Consolidation and use of coordinating 
or interdepartm ental com m ittees are 
main steps in most state restructurings. 
Many political scientists now are close­ 
ly studying what is happening in Montana 
as an example of how a state with a 
small population base has undertaken 
major reorganization in the past several 
years. 
In 1970 a constitutional amendment 
was adopted cutting Montana’s unweildly 
clutter of some 200 agencies back to no 
more than 20 departments, excluding 
departments headed by seven elected 
officials. 


THAT NUMBER was further cut to 19 
departments; some 14 departments have 
been activated. 
“ We think there is unquestionably 
more responsiveness to the public now 
than before,” says George Bousliman, 
deputy director of the Montana executive 
reorganization office at Helena.

HOW TO KEEP WELL

Experimental Allergy Drug's 
Results Arouse Controversy 


Cromolyn sodium (or cromoglycate) is an 
experim ental drug that was introduced origi­ 
nally to prevent attacks of allergic asthma. 
But its results have aroused controversy. 
Many asthm atics believe that it improves 
their breathing, despite the fact that tests 
show no objective improvement in the ventila­ 
tory capacity of the lungs. This discrepancy 
between the improvement reported by the 
patient and the lack of proof via scientific 
testing appears to be characteristic of the 
drug. 
---------------- 
The drug is thought to act as 
a blocking agent of substances 
that produce the allergic reac­ 
tion. Cromoglycate does not re­ 
lax the muscles of the bronchi 
that narrow the tube and thus 
create difficult breathing. Nor 
is it a bronchodilator. Why then 
are the reports so controver­ 
sial? 
ASTHMA IS a complex dis­ 
ease that goes beyond the ef­ 
fects of allergy. Emotions, re­ 
s p ir a to r y tr a c t in fe c tio n s, 
inhaled irritants, fatigue, exer­ 
tion, and various medications 
also are implicated The easily 
irritated bronchi over react to 
almost any stimuli. 
The antiallergy product may 
have an effect upon the emo­ 
tional aspects of asthm a. Rapid 
breathing due to exertion, for 
example, may bring on wheez­ 
ing in an asthm atic. Cromolyn 
sodium helps to prevent this in 
some persons. But many asth­ 
m atics begin to breathe rapidly 
when emotionally upset and the 
rapid respiration triggers the 
attack. However, there are re­ 
ports of individuals who devel­ 
oped a severe asthm a attack 
while sitting quietly. 
DURING AN attack, asth­ 
m atics also are disturbed be 
cause of the difficulty in breath­ 
ing. 
In 
o th er 
w ords, 
the 
emotions m ay play a role in 
inducing asthm a and in aggra­ 
vating or prolonging the bout. 
Cromolyn sodium may inter­ 
fere with the recurrence of an 
asthm atic attack that is emo­ 
tional in nature and brought on 
by rapid, deep breathing (hy­ 
perventilation). This is logical 
because it also prevents wheez­ 
ing in asthm atics during exer­ 
cise.

CHICAGO — New evidence 
supporting Hubert Humphrey’s 
apparent front runner position 
in the important Democratic 
primary in Wisconsin on Tues­ 
day comes from state Demo­ 
cratic and Republican county 
chairmen. 
Interviews now suggest that 
at this point at least, Humphrey 
may be well out in front in four 
of the state’s nine newly-re­ 
vised congressional districts. 
The districts are the First 
(southeast, industrial and ru­ 
ral), the Third (western, rural) 
the Fifth (Milwaukee) and the 
Sixth (which includes Sheboy­ 
gan). 
Apart from the districts, (all 
nine are roughly equal in popu­ 
lation) interviews show Hum­ 
phrey has a broad range of 
support among almost all ma­ 
jor segments of the Wisconsin 
electorate. 
A Humphrey win -— even by a 
relatively modest plurality in a 
contest where 12 candidates are 
on the ballot — may be enough 
to permanently check Sen. Ed­ 
mund Muskie as a serious pres­ 
idential contender. “ Hum­ 
phrey’s now the man to beat,” 
says one veteran Madison 
based political reporter. 
The dominant issues in this 
predominately urban industrial 
but still important farm state — 
soaring consumer prices, and 
tax reform —are helping the 
“bread and butter,” unionist 
oriented Mr. Humphrey. Voter 
grumbles about taxes are wide­ 
spread. 
Wisconsin is believed to have 
the nation’s fourth highest prop­ 
erty tax. In total per capita tax 
load, it is one of the highest 
taxed states in the nation. 


With a total non-white citizen­ 
ry of only about 4 per cent 
busing has not become the heat­ 
ed issue in Wisconsin as in 
other northern industrial states. 
Although the Wisconsin out­ 
look is still fluid, the interviews 
with county chairmen also indi­ 
cate that: 


Sen. George McGovern, wag­ 
ing an aggressive campaign, is 
believed out front in the Second 
District (the Madison area) 
where student youth registra­ 
tion is relatively high. 


Muskie, who rang up an im­ 
pressive 63 per cent margin in 
last week’s Illinois primary — 
but little grass roots voter en­ 
thusiasm in a preference con­ 
test where former Sen. Eugene 
McCarthy was the only alterna­ 
tive — is believed to be clearly 
out front only in the heavily 
Polish Fourth district in South 
Milwaukee. 


Yet Muskie backers there are 
concerned about blue coliar de­ 
fections to Gov.

The Seventh and Eighth dis­ 
tricts, in north central and 
northern Wisconsin above Lake 
Winnebagon, are increasicgly 
uncertain, it is felt.

Most political analysts con­ 
cede the political situation in 
Wisconsin is still uncertain at 
this point, despite Mr. Hum­ 
phrey’s sudden emergence as 
the front runner since his sur­ 
prise 18 per cent second place 
showing in the Florida primary. 
The haunting question among 
many Wisconsin Democrats is 
whether Humphrey is indeed a

carry the state in November. 
Nixon carried Wisconsin by 
small pluralities in both 1960 
and 1968. 
Still, many Wisconsin Demo­ 
crats insist — whatever the 
validity of their contention — 
that the political momentum 
has been running in their favor 
since the important 1970 by- 
election. That year Democrats 
elected their entire state ticket 
with one exception. In addition 
to the governorship, they now 
control the lower house, both 
U.S. Senate seats and five of 
the current 10 congressional 


seats — more posts than at any 
time since 1933. 
Some top party enthusiasts 
even believe that the state Sen­ 
ate could slip Democratic in 
November —if aided by a 
strong national ticket. 
While Democrats here are 
mulling what the emergence of 
the indomitable Humphrey may 
mean for party chances come 
November, there is rising rec­ 
ognition that the Republican 
crossover vote — as well as the 
new student youth vote — will 
prove crucial in next week's 
voting. Some party chairmen, 
in fact, believe that the crossov­ 
er vote could run as high as 25* 
35 per cent. 
Even in Dane County — 
which has a hefty Democratic 
liberal constituency — GOP 
Chairman Mark Musolf is talk­ 
ing of a 25 per cent or more 
Republican defection. The ques­ 
tion is to whom? Wallace, or 
Humphrey, Muskie or Washing­ 
ton Sen. Henry Jackson? 
Wallace, who won some 34 
per cent of the vote in the 1964 
primary that was to a great 
extent a GOP crossover vote, is 
running hard and fast, and 
some think perhaps toward an­ 
other impressive showing in 
Wisconsin. 
But for the moment at least, 
the spotlight is once again on 
the high-spirited Hubert H. 
Humphrey.

Attles 'Happy' In Wake Of Warrior Pasting By

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MILWAUKEE, Wis. (U P D - 
For a guy whose team had just 
suffered a solid defeat in the 
National Basketball Association 
playoffs, Golden state warriors 
coach A1 Attles was a surpris­ 
ingly happy man. 


“ We did what we set out to 
do,” Attles said after his team 
had been soundly beaten 118-93 
by the Milwaukee Bucks Thurs­ 
day night. 
“ We split the series here so 
we’re all right,” he added. “ I 
feel pretty good about it. If you 
split the openers at their place 
then you’re in p re tty good 
shape.” 
The W arriors aren’t in bad 
shape for the rem ainder of the 


playoffs—the next two games 
coming on their home court in 
Oakland. The Bucks and W ar­ 
riors have each won one gam e 
in the best of seven semi-final 
playoffs for the NBA’s western 
conference crown. The W ar­ 
riors won the opening game 117- 
104 Tuesday night. 


Coach Larry Costello was no­ 
ticeably overjoyed at the way 
his team rebounded from the 
opening defeat. 


“ We played the way w e're 
capable of playing,” Costello 
said. “ We just went from one 
extrem e to the other.” 
What the Bucks did best was 
play defense, cutting off the 


countless layups the Warriors 
got Tuesday night. 
“They didn’t get the oppor­ 
tunity to drive like they did 
Tuesday night,” Costello said. 
“ We took the layups away from 
them .” 
Costello also admitted that 
the p erfo rm an ce of W arrior 
guard Jim Barnett helped the 
Bucks. Barnett scored 30 points 
in the opening game but got 
just 10 Thursday night. 
Barnett got back to his nor­ 
m al gam e to n ig h t“ Costello 
said. ” 1 don’t think he's a 30 
point player.“ 
Just like Barnett in the open­ 
ing game, the Bucks had Curtis 
Perry who played over his head 


Thursday night. Perry, who av­ 
eraged seven points a game 
with the bucks during the regu­ 
lar season, hit for 22 Thursday 
night. 
“ I think Curtis was a little 


nervous the first gam e—it was 
his first playoff,” Costello said. 
“ But he really cam e around 
tonight.” 
“ Perry was the key guy for 
them ,” adm itted Attles. “ He’s 


the guy we have to contend 
with.” 
For his part. Perry' was not 
overly surprised at either his 
performance or the Bucks win. 
“ We re the Milwaukee Bucks 
and we beat these guys during 
the regular season so there’s no 
reason we can’t do it now,” he 
said. When told he had 22 points 
he shrugged and said: “ Twen­ 
ty-two, huh? I guess th at’s my 
high.” 
But the Bucks win was a 
t e a m 
e f f o r t . 
K a r e e m 
AbdulJabbar had 25 points, Bob 
Dandridge 21, Oscar Robertson 
18, Lucius Allen 14 and Wally 
Jones 12. The W arriors had 
Nate Thurmond who had 32 


points and 18 rebounds, but 
Cazzie Russel was the next high 
scorer with just 16. 
“ They took our running game 
away from us,” Attles said. 
“ And they ran a lot more than 
we wanted them to.” 
Costello echoed that opinion. 
“ We stopped them from run­ 
ning and we got our fast break 
going the way it should,” he 
said. 
Costello refused to adm it that 
the game had been a must 
gam e for the Bucks. 
“ It wasn’t a must game, but 
it was very im portant,” he 
said. “ But anything’s possible 
in this game. I believe we could 
be* down three games to none

and still win four straight from 
them .” 
But Costello has got to be 
glad that he’s not going to have 
to test that theory.

“Since the scene couldn’t be filmed they told me 
that when I came back they would give me 
another try.”

After Blood Clot

Thurs­ 
day, the Hall of Fam e baseball 
star was administered immedi­ 
ate resuseitative measures and 
briefly regained consciousness, 
Dr. B. Dinim, Medical Director 
announced this morning.

career was shattered by an 
auto accident on Jan. 28, 1958, 
was placed in the intensive care 
unit Thursday night and was 
listed in critical condition for 
the second time in his life. 
After it was feared by doctors 
that the auto accident might 
leave “ Cam py” a quadraplegic, 
he later recovered the use of 
his arm s and fingers and m an­ 
aged to stay close to the base­ 
ball scene via several television 
program s.

New Regulations 
For All Boats 


On April 17 it becomes law that every boat, no 
matter how it’s propelled, must carry on board a 
personal flotation device — that means a lifejack­ 
et or cushion — for every passenger. 
It’s the first tangible effect of the Federal Boat 
Safety Act of 1971, which became law in August 
of last year. 
---------------------------------- 


scullers if there is an escort 
boat along and it is earning 
enough “personal flotation de­ 
vices" (PFDs) for both crews. 
But if the shell is out alone, the 
law says carry them aboard 


The new safety law is a Coast 
Guard regulation and is the 
first of many to be announced 
under the Boat Safety Act. If 
extends the present lifejacket 
requirements now covering on­ 
ly powered craft, to take in 
sailboats, rowboats, canoes, 
and towed (by other boats) rec­ 
reational craft. 
In justifying the new regula­ 
tion, Rear Admiral Austin C. 
Wagner, chief of the Coast 
Guard office of boating safety, 
said that accidents are not the 
exclusive realm of the power 
boatman. 
The regulation was originally 
proposed and published in the 
Federal Register Nov. 10 last 
year. It has the complete en­ 
dorsement of the 21-member 
Boating Safety Advisory Coun­ 
cil, a group of people associated 
with boating and drawn from 
all walks of life. The council 
advises the Coast Guard on its 
proposals. 
There will be modifications 
and revisions to the regulation 
from time to time as to the 
various classifications of life 
saving devices, and the types of 
craft to which they will be 
applicable. The changes will be 
noted in this column. 
The Boat Safety Act also re­ 
quires that standards be set 
covering load capacity, stabili­ 
ty and flotation qualities of new 
boats. It is likely to be late this 
year or even next year before 
reg u latio n s covering these 
areas of boat safety will be 
announced. 
The new safety law appears 
to be the product of a new 
public awareness of boating 
safety, as some of the questions 
we get indicate: 
Q. I regard a canoe as a 
good life saving device — it 
will always float. Must a can­ 
oeist cany a lifejacket? 
A. Definitely. However, an 
alternative vest-type life pres­ 
erver that is easier to wear 
continuously has been, or is 
being, approved for canoeing. 
Q. How about rowing or 
sculling races? There’s hard­ 
ly room in a racing shell for 
life preservers. 
A. A racing shell does not 
have to carry lifejackets for the

Campanella’s MVP seasons 
were 1951, 1953 and 1955. He

He doubled and scored 
the first run of the Dodgers’ 2-0 
seventh-game triumph over the 
New York Yankees in the 1955 
World Series —the only World 
Series won by the Dodgers 
while they were a Brooklyn 
franchise. 


Q. How about a water 
skier?

Many of us will agree with you 
that we are being regulated to 
death, but obviously we are in 
the minority.

Sad Ending

“Will it be okay for me to 
ship my car north?” the veter­ 
an right-hander asked the Chi­ 
cago White Sox manager. 
“C’mon in,” invited Chuck 
Tanner. “We’ll talk about it.” 
This was Monday at Saraso­ 
ta, Fla., where the White Sox 
are in training. The squad was 
to be cut that day and even 
though his name already had 
been inked in as the starting 
pitcher that day against Pitts­ 
burgh’s “B” team, Joe Horlen 
had this peculiar disquieting 
feeling. 


Only five years ago he had 
been right up there. One of the 
American League’s top pitch­ 
ers. His 2.06 ERA had led all 
pitchers in 1967 and that year 
he not only won 19 and lost only 
7, but pitched a no*hitter, paced 
the league with six shutouts and 
was named to the all-star team. 


All that seemed a long time 
ago. More so perhaps because 
of a 6-16 record in 1970 followed 
by an 8-9 showing this past 
season. 
Joe Horlen will be 35 this 
summer and nobody has to 
draw any pictures for him. He 
put in 11 years with the White 
Sox and was actually the senior 
man with them. He knows 
they’re going with the kids now. 
When he walked into Chuck 
Tanner’s office Monday, he saw 
Roland Hemond there. Roland 
Hemond is the director of play­ 
er personnel with the White Sox 
and he’s the one who does the 
work. 
He was on the phone 
when Horlen came in. 
“You see, Joe, Roland is on 
the phone trying his best to 
make 
a deal 
for you right 
now.” Tanner explained, and 
Horlen nodded. “He has called 
most of the clubs and is calling 
the others now, but if he can t 
make a deal ...” and here the 
White Sox manager hesitated a 
second ...“ then we'll have to 
put you on waivers.” 
Joe Horlen knew what that 
meant. Waivers for the purpose 
of granting him his uncondition­ 
al release. 
Roland Hemond kept trying 
on the phone. But all the peoplh 


lems. They were cutting play­ 
ers, too. 
"... we’ll get back to you by 
noon, but if you don’t hear from 
us by then, go ahead and do 
what you have to ...” 
“ ... we might have a spot for 
him, but I’ve gotta talk with my 
manager first...” 
Chuck Tanner had to return 
to the field. Joe Horlen went out 
there also. He was listed to 
pitch, he'd pitch. He worked 
two innings and wasn’t scored 
on. Later on he passed Tanner 
in the dugout before changing 
into his street clothes. 
“I’ll be at Howard Johnson’s 
until 6 o’clock,” he said to the 
manager. “You can reach me 
there if you hear anything.” 
Following the ball game, He­ 
mond told Tanner: 
“I’ve exhausted every possi­ 
ble effort, and I didn’t have any 
luck at all.” 
So the White Sox finally 
asked waivers on Joe Horlen 
for the purpose of giving him 
his unconditional release. 
The White Sox played 12 in­ 
nings that day and lost. Tanner 
was in his office after the ball 
game when the club’s equip­ 
ment man came in and said to 
him: 
“Horlen's out there.” 
Tanner dropped what he was 
doing to go out and see Horlen, 
but the pitcher already was 
gone. 
“I guess he just left,” said 
the equipment man. 
The White Sox manager re­ 
turned to his office and sat 
there all by himself for a long 
time. He sat there thinking 
about a number of things. 
He thought about Joe Horlen. 
and how hard, brutally hard, it 
had been telling him; he 
thought about the times he him­ 
self had been cut as a ballplay­ 
er; he thought about Richie 
Allen: he thought about his 18- 
year-old son back home in New 
Castle, Pa., who was facing an 
operation, a very delicate op­ 
eration, and later he thought 
about Joe Horlen some more. 
Chuck Tanner sat there in his 
undershirt, alone, without mov­ 
ing a muscle. He sat there 
thinking... thinking... thinking. 
In a little while, the tears 
began to form around his eyes. 


Meeting In Dallas 
For Baseball Strike 


DALLAS (UPI) —Baseball’s 
24 major league player repre­ 
sentatives and their executive 
director faced the decision to­ 
day whether to stop the clock or 
the season. 


Marvin Miller and the player 
representatives and their alter­ 
nates were scheduled to meet 
at a motel near Dallas’ Love 
Field airport. They are armed 
with a 663-10 vote in favor of 
the strike with their current 
agreement with the clubowners 
expiring at 12 midnight. 


“Obviously, we have an over­ 
whelming sentiment for a 
strike,” said Miller. “Now it’s 
up to the players (the represent­ 
atives) and they have the right 
to do what they think best.” 


In New York, meanwhile, 
Baseball Commissioner Bowie 
Kuhn said the owners have 
made a “formal, written offer” 
to Miller to continue the nego­ 
tiations with the players until a 
settlement is reached. Kuhn 
said the offer was made 
Wednesday by John Gaherin, 
the counsel for the owners, and 
a spokesman for the commis­ 
sioner added he is “optimistic” 
a settlement can be reached 
without a strike. 


Miller, however, said that 
Kuhn’s optimism was unfound­ 
ed. 


“Nothing could be more fac­ 
tually removed from the truth 
than that view,” he said. “I 
don’t know where he gets his 
information. To me it sounds 
like an attempt to mislead the 
players. It's a joke except that 
it isn’t funny.” 
Miller also branded as “a 
bunch of nonsense” a report 
that Kuhn’s optimism is based 
on the fact that the players 
have been meeting regularly 
with the club owners. 
The players feel the strike, if 
called, could take several 
forms. They feel they could 
vote for a total strike —refusal 
to play at all; to refuse to 
participate in nationally tele­ 
vised games which are played 
on Saturdays and Mondays, or 
to refuse to play in the All-Star 
game. 
Edmund B. Fitzgerald, chair­ 
man of the executive commit­ 
tee of the Milwaukee Brewers, 
indicated, however, that the 
clubowners would not stand still 
for that type of decision.

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TOKYO (UPD—Muhammad 
Ali has been boasting that he is 
the world’s greatest boxer and 
clowning daring his training but 
be knows that he must beat 
Mac Foster of California Satur­ 
day (Friday night United States 
time) if he is to get a rematch 
with Joe Frazier, his only con­ 
queror in 35 boots. 


Ever since he lost a 15-round 
decision to Frazier one year 
ago at Madison Square Garden 
for the undisputed world heavy­ 
weight title, Ali has been ob­ 
sessed with the determLiation 
to “retire” Frazier if and when 
they meet again. 


The Foster fight will be the 
30-yearokf Ali’s fourth bout in 
his comeback campaign. He 
stopped his former sparring 


mate Jimmy Ellis in the 12th 
round i July at Houston, won a 
12-round decision over Buster 
Mathis in November in Houston 
and knocked out West Ger­ 
many’s Jurgen Blin in the sev­ 
enth round last December in 
Zurich, Switzerland. 
Ali has boasted and taunted 
Foster, 29, that he would put 
him away in the fifth round of 
their scheduled 15-round bout. 
But the consensus of Japanese 
boxing writers, who have seen 
Foster train seriously, is that 
Ali is meeting a “dangerous” 
opponent. They pointed to Fos­ 
ter’s record of 29 wins, all by 
knockouts, against one defeat 
(to Jerry Quarry by a sixth 
round knockout in June, 1970). 
Foster knocked out Cleveland 
Williams twice in 1969, in the 


fifth round in September and 
the third round in October. Ali, 
in defense of his world heavy­ 
weight title, stopped Williams 
in the third round in November, 
1966. 


Ali scaled 226 pounds today, 
the heaviest he has ever 
weighed for a fight. Foster hit 
the scales at 2113-4 pounds. 


Veteran trainer Angelo Dun­ 
dee said Ali was in top condi­ 
tion although he weighed 226 
pounds. He said, “Ali knows 
himself better than anybody 
else and has trained according­ 
ly." 


Ali showed some fat around 
his stomach when he started his 
workouts here March 17 and 
Foster has been training hard 
on body punches.
